I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  annual  report,,  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular 

V710 


Thiis  has  heen  a  year  of  much  uncertainty  for  local  government 
officers  in  general  and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  particular »  This 
period  in  which  a  Royal  Commission  reporting  on  Local  G-overnment 
Reorgeinisation  and  a  Second  G-reen  Paper  dealing  with  reorganisation  of 
the  National  Health  Service  were  "both  published  caused  not  a  little 
unrest  in  the  Public  Health  field.  At  the  time  of  writing.,  however, 
v/e  have  somie  indication  of  the  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel,  but 
little  more  than  that  only. 

There  were  no  outstanding  items  during  1 970  that  deserve  special 
mention,  T;\iiich  is  as  it  should  be.  The  purpose  of  preventive  medicine 
is  to  miaintain  and  progressively  improve  the  health  of  the  community^ 
Health  in  this  instance  being  defined  in  its  broadest  sense,  i.e., 
optimuim  physical,  mental,  and  social  well  being o  There  will  be 

disagreements  as  to  optimum  conditions  and  the  follovHng  story 
illustrates  the  dictum  '*one  man*  s  meat,  another  man’s  poisoHH 

During  the  year  we  became  aware  of  a  fatherless  family  vd.th 
three  children  under  5  years  living  in  a  very  delapidated  house¬ 
boat  moored  to  the  Berkshire  bank  of  the  River  Thames.  The  legal 
position  v/as  that  as  the  river  v/as  wholly  in  Cxfordshire  then  we  had 
to  accept  responsibility  even  though  anyone  setting  foot  on  dry  land 
fromx  this  houseboat  was  immediately  on  Berkshire  soil.  The  boat, 
vdiose  owner  lived  some  4OD  miles  away,  had  a  perpetual  list.  The 
rotten  planking  of  the  hull  v/as  holed  some  three  inches  above  the 
v/ater  line.  The  situation  v/as  considered  to  be  frsinkly  dangerous, 
as  well  as  unfit  for  human  occupation.  Unfortunately  the  only 
alternative  accommiodation  available  at  the  time  was  a  County  Council 
unit  at  the  other  end  of  the  County.  As  the  tenant  refused  this 
offer  it  seemed  that  a  '’Cathy”  situation  would  arise.  However,  the 
tenant  found  her  own  alternative  accomniodation,  the  houseboat  was 
vacated,  tov/ed  av/ay,  and  broken  up. 

A  number  of  comxplaints  regarding  dust  from  a  cement  works 
involved  a  joint  meeting  of  Medical  Cfficers,  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  the  H.Mo  Factories  Inspectorate.  The  joint  approach 
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method  seems  to  have  heen  successful  as  the  pollution  ha.s  ameliorated  to 
some  degree  o 

In  contrast,  other  sections  of  the  community  seem  to  v/ant  to  live 
on  the  doorstep  of  a  factory.  At  least  one  developer  believes  this  and 
has  applied  for  planning  permission  to  build  approximately  80  houses 
round  the  foot  of  another  cement  factory  ^  If  this  lA^ere  occurring  in  a 
heavily  developed  area  v/here  the  shortage  of  land  v/as  acute  one  could, 
understand,  vd_thout  approvirg,  such  a  situation.  But  when  one  realises 
that  this  is  happerdng  in  a  rural  village  -with  thousands  of  acres  of  open 
countryside  surrounding  it,  then  one  find.s  difficulty  in  comprehending 
the  rationale o 

In  the  industrial  north,  where  incidentally  your  Medic&il  Officer 
of  Health  ¥/as  born,  bred,  and  educated,  this  type  of  enviroiment  v/as 
created  over  the  past  200  yea.rs.  They  are  at  present  dismantling 
those  houses  that  are  cheek  by  jov/1  to  factories  and  "dark  Satanic  mills". 
If  the  north  has  learnt  by  experience  then  Oxfordshire  should  benefit 
rather  than  allovv  history  to  repeal  itself*. 

iinother  *  factory*  situation  that  threatens  the  environment  is 
still  al  the  *  thin  end  of  the  wedge*  stage.  This  refers  to  intensive 
farm  units  which  are  som.etimes  called  *  factory  farms*.  Agricultural 
economics  have  decreed  that  mass  production  is  the  most  suitable  method 
of  making  farming  financiall.y  viable ^  The  difficulty  aurises  from  the 

fact  that,  as  yet,  not  enough  research  is  available  in  this  sphere  to 
produce  units  that  are  entirely  satisfactory  from  Public  Health  argleso 
This  has  resulted  in  too  many  units  being  erected  vlthout  sufficient 
thought  being  put  into  the  disposal  of  that  most  important  byjjroduct 
arlmal  wastes  or  sewage,  Bhiere  this  type  of  farming  is  juxtap)Osed.  to 
residential  properties  then  compladrits  •vUl  arise  when  there  is  a 
nuisance  caused  by  smell  and  flies.  At  one  time  the  attitude  Ysras  that 
if  people  went  to  live  in  rural  surroundings,  then  they  must  be  prepared 
to  accept  these  *  countryside*  smells.  There  now  seems  to  be  a  smng 
against  this  viev/,  probably  initiated  through  the  environmental 
publicity  aired  extensively  on  the  news  media  this  last  year*  Are 
intensive  farm  units  factory  units?  Should  they  be  treated  as  factories 
by  plarrlng  authorities  and  should  they  be  subjected  to  a  Factories 
Inspectorate  ?  The  time  may  v/ell  come  when  these  questions  yIU  be 
ansv/ered  in  the  affirmative  o 

Severol  of  the  authorities  vlthin  S ,  Oxon  have  a  system  for 
assessing  the  medical  priorities  in  housing  application.  This  seems 
to  Y/ork  extraordinarily  well  uhere  there  is  a  p-^ints  system  in 
opera.tiono  At  present  the  G-eneral  Practiti©nc  ■ '  Consultant*  s 

supporting  letter  is  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  invariably  the 
applicant  is  visited  in  his  ovm  home  surroundings.  Thus  a  reasonably 
accurate  assessment  is  made  and  for'-varded  to  the  housirg  authorityo 
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This  could  be  improved  if  adl  the  Combined  Districts  had  a  uniform  system, 
and  such  is  recommended  so  that  not  only  is  the  populace  fairly  treated  but 
that  Local  Government  reorganisation  could  absorb  an  already  integrated  service o 
Certainly  plans  for  specialised  housing,  eeg.  warden  flatlet,  bungalows  and 
handicapped  units,  should  nov/  be  put  in  the  context  of  the  much  larger  districts 
to  come  in  1974. 

Because  of  careful  planning  and  forethought  by  the  Cleansing  Department 
officers  involved,  the  effects  of  the  ’’Dirty  Job§”§trike  caused  inconvenience 
but  no  public  health  hazard  arose  in  the  South  Oxon  area,  zx  cunsiderabie 
amount  of  work,  however,  was  thro'wn  onto  the  Oxfordshire  and  District  Water 
Board  officials  and  staff,  and  also  the  Thames  Conservancy c  The  water  to  be 

abstracted  for  drinking  purposes  was  at  risk  of  a  contamination  load  too  large 
for  the  nomal  treatment  plant  to  process.  The  undermanned  sewage  v/orks  at 
Swindon  discharged  effluent  into  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Thames  and  its 
tributaries.  The  continuous  monitoring  of  all  these  reaches  up  stream  from 
abstractor  points  involved  many  staff  for  sampling  and  laboratory  analysis. 

This  was  a  *  round  the  clock*  process  and  I  would  like  to  record  my  gratitude 
to  the  Oxfordshire  and  District  Water  Board  officials  for  their  efforts  during 
this  trying  period.  Not  only  v/as  the  quality  of  water  maintained  but  the 
Engineer  also  courteously  called  several  meetings  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  strike 
for  advisory  purposes.  Such  cooperation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  drinking  water  it  must  be  reported  that 
the  doubts  expressed  by  one  locral  authority  concerning  the  value  of  adding 
fluoride  to  the  system  in  order  to  bring  the  natural  level  to  the  optimimi 
of  one  part  per  million  now  seem  to  have  been  dispersed.  Once  more  the 
Combined  South  Oxfordshire  Districts  are  unanimous  in  their  desire  to 
implement  this  important  public  health  procedure,  which,  for  a  very  modest 
outlay  can  safely  reduce  the  amount  of  dental  decay  by  at  least  half.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  other  neighbouring  authorities  will  not  persist  in  their 
tardiness  but  follow  this  exemplary  lead, 

A  case  of  typhoid  fever  arose  and  the  investigations  involved  your 
M, O.H.  in  losing  his  Easter  break.  This  case  was  interesting  in  so  far  as 
it  occurred  in  a  child  from  a  family  where,  six  years  ago,  a  previous  child 
had  similarly  suffered.  At  that  previous  occasion  the  detective  trail  had 
led  to  grandma  as  being  a  chronic  carrier.  Treatment  administered  to 
grandma  at  that  time  cleared  the  infection  and  two  hundred  consecutive 
tests  were  negative.  This  would  lead  most  clinicians  into  declaring  the 
lady  cured,  Alas,  this  was  not  the  case  as  grandma  was  found  to  be  once 
more  excreting  the  organism.  Treatment  of  a  continuous  nature  was  once 
more  instituted,  but  notwithstanding  our  efforts  we  found  an  intermittent 
excretion  of  the  organism  continued.  At  the  first  outbreak  all  the  other 
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members  of  the  family  and  household  were  gi\/en  protecting  immunisation® 

It  is  significant  that  this  case  occurred  in  the  only  child  born  sub¬ 
sequent  to  that  episode® 

From  time  to  time  we  have  been  asked  our  views  on  *  health  checks*® 
The  case  for  multiple  physical  tests  applied  to  a  community  has  been 
overstated  by  the  enthusiasts.  The  present  state  of  the  art  suggests 
that  a  battery  of  tests  diagnose  much  that  is  important  but  not  very 
amenable  to  treatment  and  much  more  that  is  treatable  but  unimportant 
when  taken  in  the  context  of  *good  health*®  There  are  some  exceptions 
to  this  statement,  namely  -  anaemia,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the 
female  cancers  of  breast  rand  cervix o  The^e  are  all  conditions  viiich 
can  be  detected  before  symptoms  occur  at  mass  screening  sessions  and  the;^ 
cam  all  be  successfully  treated  provided  they  are  diagnosed  at  this 
early  stage*  These  tests  are  already  available  through  the  general 
practitioner  and  he  is  the  best  person  to  consult  in  these  matters* 

The  maim  benefits  of  multiphasic  tests  at  the  moment  come  to 
the  conirnmnity  physician  and  the  health  services  administrator*  The 
results  of  tests  v/ould  show  the  incidence  of  diseases  vdithin  the 
community  and  thus  research  and  services  could  be  developed  to  deal 
with  these  diseases*  The  public  v/ould  then  benefit  in  the  long  term* 

At  the  moment  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  only  av/are  of  the 
causes  of  death  in  the  area  and  not  the  main  causes  of  illness  or 
disability^ 

Included  elsewhere  in  this  report  is  a  contribution  from 
Dr*  J, A®Baldvidn,  Medical  Director  of  the  Oxford  Record  Linkage  Survey* 

This  is  one  portion  of  evidence  relating  to  the  state  of  health  and 
incidence  of  disease  v/ithin  the  community  as  applied  to  those  persons 
v/ho  haw  to  be  admitted  to  hospital.  The  tables  are  primarily 
designed  to  show  the  efficient  utilisation  of  the  available  hospital 
beds,  but  it  does  give  an  image  (albeit  distorted)  of  the  morbidity 
vd.thin  the  areao 

To  obtain  a  true  picture  of  the  state  of  health,  or  ill- 
health,  in  the  area  one  must  have  continuous  monitoring  of  all 
consultations  of  patients  vdth  General  Practitioners®  From  such  a 
progressive  survey,  using  data  processing  methods,  the  Community 
Physician  would  be  in  a  position  to  see  early  trends  and  to  plan 
services  to  deal  vdth  problems  almost  as  they  arise  rather  than  in 
retrospect*  Hov/ever,  General  Practitioners  are  hard  pressed  enough 
vdthout  halving  the  painstaking  duty  of  sending  in  such  further 
records,  and  as  there  is  direct  benefit  or  ®feed  bask*  to  him, 
then  it  v/ould  be  .  o  j..:.;  .cT.e  to  ejq^ect  his  ready  acceptance  to 
such  a  proposition o 
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Having  already  agreed  that  mass  screening  has  little  benefit  for  the 
individual  patient  the  Cominunity  Physician  Epidemiologist  is  going  to  'ind  it 
very  difficult  to  collect  his  information  on  v/hich  he  has  to  plan,  I  ,  as 
the  Depar’tment  of  Health  and  Social  Security  states 5  the  rejuvenated 
National  Health  Service  is  to  be  administered  on  a  business  efficiency  basis , 
then  this  form  of  epidemiological  plannirig  ^must  necessarily  be  an  integral 
part  of  a  regional  organisation^ 

Amongst  the  other  tables  included  in  the  statistical  section  are 
three  dealing  vd-th  home  accidents,  which  likevd.se  have  emanated  from  the 
Linkage  Unit  at  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  Here  again  the  numbers  only 
refer  to  those  who  have  attended  hospital  and  do  '  give  the  whole  picture, 
but  it  is  a  considerable  improvement  on  having  only  the  fatal  accidents 
recorded , 

Since  1948  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  empowered  by  the 
Magistrates*  Court  to  remove  people  to  a  suitable  hospital  or  aged  persons* 
home.  In  order  to  do  this  certain  criteria  have  to  be  present.  The  person 
concerned  must  be  either  suffering  from  a  grave  chronic  disease  or  must  be 
aged,  infirm,  or  physically  incapacitated  and  living  in  insanitary 
condition  and  unable  to  devote  to  himself  and  not  receiving  from  other 
persons,  proper  care  and  attention.  This  act  is  the  most  unpleasant 
duty  of  the  M,O.H,  and  involves  much  heart  searching.  Certainly  one  must 
make  sure  that  if  a  person  vdshes  to  stay  (or  die)  at  home  then  every 
method  of  keeping  that  person  at  home  is  used  to  the  limit ,  Only  v/hen  the 
Domestic  Home  Help  service,  the  Y/elfare  Officers,  the  Ceneral  Practitioner 
and  the  Health  Visitor  are  stretched  beyond  their  limits  are  the  relevant 
procedures  or  taken.  This  occurred  on  tv/o  occasions  in  1970. 

But  even  when  this  situation  has  developed  to  the  stage  v/hen 
action  becomes  imperative  there  is  a  further  obstacle  to  be  tal^en  into 
account,  and  that  is  to  find  a  suitable  place  to  sene,  zhe  patient.  An 
example  of  this  type  of  patient  is  the  v/andering,  active  person  vlth  some 
chronic  btaln  dysfunction  but  vlthout  gross  psychotic  or  beha^/ioural 
disturbance.  Such  a  patient  is  apt  to  be  seen  as  a  medical  problem  by 
the  psychiatrist,  a  psychiatric  problem  by  the  geriatric  physician,  and  a 
hospital  problem  by  the  hard-pressed  welfare  home  attendant  o  Our  view^s 
have  hitherto  been  based  upon  fitting  the  patient  to  the  existing 
institutions  instead  of  defining  broad  types  of  disability  (BlvL No^57^8) , 

Another  pov/er  entrusted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
relates  to  control  of  persons  vath  certain  infectious  diseases o  A  lady 
of  foreign  extraction  v/as  found  to  be  in  a  highly  infectious  state  of 
puhnonary  tuberculosis.  She  declined  to  co-operate  vlth  the  M. O.L  s 
request  to  accept  hospitalisation  and  so  an  approach  v/as  made  to  the 
Magistrates*  Court  under  section  1  69  of  the  Public  Health  Act  l93^o 
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The  lady  v/as  brought  by  the  police  from  the  hotel  v/here  she  v/as  resident  to 
the  Courts*  Prom  thence  she  v/as  duly  escorted  to  the  hospital o  At  this 
point  a  legal  loophole  v/as  discovered.  To  detain  the  patient  a  further 
order  is  needed  under  section  I70,  But  one  cannot  apply  for  this  at  the 
same  time  as  the  section  1  69  order^  as  the  person  has  to  be  an  inmate  of 
the  hospitalo  V^'hen  one  becomes  an  inmate  is  not  defined,  aid  the  lady  in 
question  walked  out  of  the  hospital  as  soon  as  her  escort  had  disappeared, 
and  v/ithin  the  same  day  left  the  United  Kingdom o  The  lessons  learned  from 
this  incident  seem  to  be  that  one  needs  a  coui't  sitting  until  the  patient 
becomes  an  inmate.  To  do  this  you  also  need  resident  police  in  the  hospital 
to  cover  the  period  whilst  the  court  sits  aid  possibly  thereafter  to  aid  the 
over-worked  hospital  staff  in  preventing  an  infectious  patient  ® escaping^ 
to  the  risk  of  the  general  community. 


Health  Education  has  been  recognised  as  one  of  the  most  important 
aspects  of  Public  Health  for  some  time,  but  little  has  been  done  seriously 
beyond  the  lip  service  sta^ge.  Certainly  one  is  not  enamoured  of  a  subject 
Vvhich,  because  of  its  Cinderella  position,  has  been  rel actively  ineffective 
in  altering  the  morbidity  and  mortality  rates.  There  has  been  an  increasing 
dem.and  for  ta,lks  on  Pood  Hygiene,  Accidents  in  the  Home,  Smoking,  First  Aid 
etc.  The  South  Oxfordshire  area  is  Just  stai'ting  to  realize  that  such 
information  is  a.v8-ilable  from  the  vaurious  Public  Health  Departments,  Tlnis 
office  has  its  ovui  projector  and  slides  and  has  access  to  other  teaching 
aids  which  should  be  seriously  considered  by  groups,  societies,  institutes 
and  associations  when  programmes  are  beir^g  drawn,  up,  Bullingdon  Rural 
District  Council  is  to  be  particularly  corigratulated  upon  setting  up  a  Home 
Safety  Committee,  the  only  one  mthin  the  area. 


One  difficulty  th^it  Health  Education  has  to  overcome  is  the  Incon- 
sistencies  encountered  from  Authority  and  learned  bodies o  During  the  year 
cyclamates  v/ere  banned  as  a  sv/eetener  to  food,  yet  there  is  not  one  authenticatec 
case  of  a  humm  being  developing  cancer  from  its  use.  Cigarettes  and  tobacco 
which  yearly  kill  thousands  of  people  auid  make  many  more  respiratory  cripples 
for  the  rest  of  their  mkiappy  lives  continue  to  sell  unabated.  Perhaps  the 
vested  interests  the  Government  has  in  excise  duty  and  tax  outv/eighs  the 
value  of  the  health  of  the  community.  This  is  a  saddening  thought  as  this 
is  a  preventable  disease  that  everyone  agrees  upon,  yet  nearly  everyone 
agrees  to  do  virtually  nothing.  This  yearns  figures  for  S,  Oxon  for  deaths 
from  Cancer  of  the  lung  are  dov/n.  But  last  yearns  figure  was  exceptionally 
high  and  v/e  find  no  real  improvement  at  all. 

The  other  great  killer  of  men  before  retirement  age,  namely  coronary 
thrombosis,  v/ill  not  be  greatly  altered  until  the  public  is  miade  aware  of, 

AHD  acts  upon  the  knowledge  that  smoking,  diet  and  laislc  of  exercise  arc 
instrumental  in  this  disease,.  It  is  here  we  need  more  research  and  advice, 
particularly  upon  the  intake  ,f  starch,  saturated  fats  and  cholesterol  rich 
foods  a  At  the  moment  the  press  picks  upon  small  snippets  of  nutritional 
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information  much  of  v/hich  is  contradictory^  Consequently  the  general 
public  is  in  turn  perplexed,  unbelieving,  and  eventually  apathetic o 


Infectious  diseases  are  generally  very  v/ell  notified  by  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  area®  There  are  areas  of  exception  and  a  quick  look 
at  the  table  Vvdll  soon  show  those  who  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  league 
table.  Certainly  it  is  hai'd  to  believe  lat  between  two  towrxS  of  equal 
population  there  is  only  one  quarter  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
occurring  in  one  of  them  compared  vdth  the  other.  Enteric  irxfecticns 
have  fallen  coixipared  with  past  years*  figures  but  the  cases  of  food 
poisoning  continue  to  increase  remorselessly  in  numbers. 


Once  again  I  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  hardworking  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  Tw*o  inspectors  resigned  to  take  up  posts  v/ith  other 
authorities  and  nev/  officers  have  been  appointed.  This  body  of  men 
contains  a  stromg  corps  of  expertise  that  should  be  preserved  at  all  costs. 
In  this  age  of  enlightened  public  very  conscious  of  pollution  problems  in 
the  environnient  it  behoves  the  District  Authorities  to  keep  and  extend 
these  duties  and  not  to  allow  any  f ragmientation  of  the  v/ork  or  the  Rablic 
Health  Department  to  occur.  This  is  the  grass  roots  of  environmental 
health  dealing  with  the  food  we  eat,  the  water  v/e  driric  and  the  air  we 
breathe  as  well  as  where  we  live  and  work,  'A*®  let  no  man  put  asunder,*’ 


I  also  v/ish  to  thank  all  other  officers  of  the  Combined  Districts 
for  their  continued  support  and  in  parti culaur  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  There  are  miany  other  officers  of  nearby  authorities  and 
boards  vath  whom  a  very  satisfactory  relationship  has  been  built  up  as  with 
the  G-eneral  Practitioners  serving  the  area. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  show  my  appreciation  of  the  patience  and 
tolerance  shovmi  to  m.e  by  the  various  members  v/hom  I  am  pleased  to  serve.

Storage  is  provided  by  reservoirs  at  Badgemore  and  Mays  Creen  and  a 
small  booster  station  at  Henley  Par’k  pumps  water  as  required  to  a  private 
s^^stem. 

The  rest  of  the  area  is  supplied  from  boreholes  at  Cleeve  (Coring)  via 
storage  reservoirs  at  Beggarsbush,  Bix,  Cleeve,  Coring  Heath,  Nettlebed  and 
V/oodcote  and  a  tower  at  Cookley  Creen o

The  activities  of  the  Water  Board  continue  to  be  directed  to  reducing  the 
number  of  small  uneconomic  and  unsatisfactory  sources,  and  in  providing  adequate 
Y/ater  of  good  quality  to  areas  where  the  present  sources  Kave  proved  to  be 
inadequate  o 


The  quality  of  v/ater  supplied  was  generally  satisfactory  but  serious 
trouble  v/as  experienced  vdth  some  of  the  boreholes  in  the  Ploughley  sirea  due  to 
excessive  iron  content.  This  v/as  particularly  so  at  Hethe.

The  15'’  diameter  main  to  Thanes  v/hich  has  earlier  been  mentioned , 
is  laid  across  the  northern  part  of  the  Bullingdon  areaj,  and  connections  are 
made  to  the  existing  mains.  This  main  afforded  a  good  sux:Dply  to  the  area  and 
the  only  supply  difficulties  occurred  in  Chinnor  and  the  Berinsfield  area. 

The  Chinnor  difficulties  were  overcome  by  installing  a  temporary 
booster  at  the  Kingston  Blount  borehole  to  maintain  pressures  on  the  high 
ground  ® 

The  Berinsfield  area  water  difficulties  were  again  overcome  by 
supplying  v/ater  from  the  Culham  Laboratory  system^  which  derives  its  water 
from  the  Culham  source,  Hov/ever  it  is  proposed  to  lay  a  6"  main  from 
G-arsington  to  Toot  Baldon  to  overcome  the  difficulties  in  the  Berinsfield 
area.

The  quality  of  water  supplied  v/as  generally  satisfactory s  hut 
excessive  quantities  of  iron  v/ere  measured  in  some  of  the  small  boreholes  in 
the  district  and  this  iron  content  led  to  complaints  about  the  unsatisfactory 
quality  pairticularly  in  the  parishes  of  Hethe^  Hardvd-ck  and  Stoke  Lyne. 
Although  this  high  iron  content  is  unsatisfactory  in  that  it  leads  to 
discoloration  and  deposits  in  the  pipes ^  the  water  is  considered  still  to 
be  safe  on  health  grounds.

Untreated  Llilk: 


During  the  year  there  v;ere  8  feirms  sellirig  farm  bottled  nalko  This 
included  a  supply  brought  into  the  Ploughley  area,  but  in  early  December  this 
supply  terminated, 

1  3  routine  samples  of  milk  and  2  samples  of  unheat-treated  cream  were  sub^ 
mitted  for  biological  examination,  and  these  proved  negative  to  brucellosis  and 
bovine  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  1  05  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  the  brucella  ring 
screening  test,  and  of  these  samples  1  proved  positive.  This  milk  wras  further 
examined  biologically  and  proved  positive  to  Brucella  Abortus,  Investigation 
at  the  farm  revealed  that  2  cows  haid  very  recently  been  purchased  from  the  local 
market  and  tests  made  of  the  milk  from  these  2  animals  revealed  1  to  be  positive, 
the  brucella  organism  being  isolated  by  culture.  This  animal  was  sent  for 
slaughter.  Subsequent  tests  upon  milk  from  the  herd  have  been  negative, 

20  samples  of  farm  bottled  milk  Vvere  also  examined  for  keeping  quality  by  the 
Methylene  blue  test  and  3  samples  failed  this  test.  The  Milk  Advisory  Service 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  informed  of  failures.

Channel  Islands  milk  was  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  5?o,  Legal  action 
was  tal<:en  against  the  dairy  in  connection  w/ith  2  cases  of  added  water,  the 
dairy  being  fined  £50  along  Vvlth  costs  incurred  writh  the  prosecutions®  In  the 
other  cases  'warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  dairies  concerned. 

In  addition  23  samples  of  farm  milk  and  7  samples  of  cream  were  examined  for 
the  presence  of  antibiotics,  but  none  v/as  found. 

6  samples  of  cream  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  these  proved  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Cream: 

1  5  samples  of  heat-treated  creams  and  1 1  samples  of  farm  produced  creams 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  the  heat-treated  creams 
11  were  graded  satisfactory,  3  fairly  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory.  Of  the 
farm  produced  creams  7  v/ere  satisfactory  and  4  fairly  satisfactory.

Al'ter  all  attempts  to  produce  a  supply  of  methane  gas  had  ended  in  failure, 
the  Council  called  for  a  report  from  the  consulting  engineers*  A  representative 
of  the  engineers  duly  met  the  Council  and  explained  that  it  wa.s  not  unusual  for 
delays  of  this  kind  to  occur.  He  expressed  corifidence  in  the  system,  however, 
and  was  sure  that  methane  gas  would  scon  be  available  for  use  in  the  heated,  sludge 
digestion  process  at  the  Marlow  Hoad  dispn^sal  works.  His  conridence  appeared  to 
have  been  justified  when,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Borough  Surveyor  wa.s 
able  to  report  the  production  of  methane  gas  in  ever-increasing  quant  it  its* 

No  changes  occurred  in  relation  to  the  foul  sewers  during  the  year  and  no 
dwelling  houses,  served  by  septic  taniq  connected  to  the  sewerq  There  remsiin, 

therefore,  74  houses  (together  v/ith  a  few  caravans)  which  liave  no  connection  to  a 
sew’-er . 


A  survey  of  the  storm  vmter  drainage  system  was  carried  out  b^  O;;' 

the  County  Council,  After  considering  various  proposals  for  iiTiprcv’ng  the  system 
the  Council  agreed  to  proceed,  in  the  first  instance,  v/ith  a  scheme  wl  icl'  ¥.'oi.ild 
involve  laying  sewers  from  Harpsden  Fioad,  through  Boston  Road  and  theiice  to  the 
river  (v/ith  a  culvert  under  the  railv/ay}^  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,

In  July,  a  shop  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  was  found  being  used  for  the 
preparation  of  preserved  food  intended  for  sale.  The  premises  had  not  been 
registered  for  that  purpose,  the  previous  occupier  having  been  engaged  in  a 
business  which  did  not  involve  food,  in  any  way.  This  represented  a  con¬ 
travention  of  the  Act  and  the  matter  was  duly  reported  to  the  Council. 


The  Council  v^ere  informed  that  the  premises  were  being  used  for  the 
cocking  of  chickens  and  other  "take-away^^  food.: tuffs.  After  considering  all 

the  circumstances,  the  Council  resolved  that  proceedings  should  be  instituted. 

The  case  was  duly  heard  in  the  Magistrate's  Court  and  the  occupier  of 
the  premises,  who  pleaded  guilty  to  three  informations  (the  premises  having 
been  found  to  be  in  use  on  3  separate  occasions),  was  fined  £10  for  each 
offence  and  ordered  to  pay  £8-8/-  costs.

the  same  premises,  upoi  a  business  involving  catering  (i^e 
preparation  of  food  for  immediate  consumiaion  on  the  premises)  he 
would  not  have  required  to  register  the  premises.  There  are  many, 
lake  myself,  who  believe  that  all  such  piemises  should  require  to  be 
registered  prior  to  the  commencement  of  business. 


The  proprietor  of  a  small  general  provisions  shop,  who  had  previously 
been  refused  registration  for  the  sale  of  loose  ice-cream,  re-applied,  and 
was  refused  again.  Having  regard  to  other  trade  activities  carried  on  in 
the  shop  (whereby  loose  ice-orearn  would  be  exposed  to  risk  of  contamination) 
the  Council  considered  the  premises  to  be  unsuitable  for  this  purpose.

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(ii)  Packets  of  cereal  delivered  to  a  local  institiitici'  v»/ei*e  fcurU  to  be 
badly  damaged  and  in  such  a  condition  as  to  leave  no  doubt  that  the 
condition  of  the  contents  had  been  impaired.  Proceedings  would 
almost  certainly  have  been  instituted  had  not  a  delivery  note, 
accepting  the  goods  in  satisfactory  condition,  been  signed  by  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  institution. 

(iii)  A  can  containing  a  well-known  soft  drink  was  found  to  have  a  thick 
film  of  tough  plastic  material  on  the  underside  of  the  lid.  This 
rendered  ineffective  the  "pull-open"  device.  When  the  film  was 
punctured,  the  contents  were  found  to  have  a  distinct  odour  of  amyl 
acetate . 


Investigation  of  this  complaint  revealed  that  the  caise  was  a 


mechanical  breakdown,  at  tl-e  can-manufacturing  factory,  which  resulted 
in  the  can- in-quest ion  becoming  coated  with  too  heavy  a  lacquer  deposit. 
In  cases  such  as  this,  the  affected  cans  should  be  removed  from  the 
line  but  it  appears  that  this  does  not  always  take  pj.ace. 


The  producers  of  the  drink  are  very  concerned  about  th:s  and  are 
negotiating  uith  the  manufacturing  company  with  a  view  to  solving  the 
problem.  In  the  meantime,  however,  it  is  re-assuring  to  knew.'  that 
while  the  off-flavour  is  unpleasant,  this  occurrence  is  not  likely  to  be 
liarmful  to  health.

During  the  year,  one  retail  establishment  was  closed,  the  buildings 
demolished  and  the  tarxi^s  filled  with  water  -  as  a  temporary  measure,,  An 
application  to  transfer  the  licence  to  the  new  owners  of  this  site  vms  refused 
--  the  applicant  being  informed  that  an  application  for  a  new  licence  would  be 
considered  when  the  premises  were  seen  to  be  suitable.  At  another  garage 
premises,  the  owners  decided  that  tanks,  which  had  been  temporarily  out  of  use 
v^ere  not  to  be  used  again  and  these  were  filled  with  concrete. 

Eighteen  inspections  were  made  and  seven  informal  notices  were  issued. 


There  must  be  very  few  members  of  the  public  who  would  suggest  that  Local 
Authorities  and  their  Petroleum  Officers  should  not  exert  fairly  rigid  control 
over  the  licensing  of  petroleum  stores.  That  is  the  case  wUien  theoretical 
consideration  is  being  given  to  the  subject,  at  any  rate.  As  v/ith  so  many 
matters,  however,  attitudes  can  change  when  the  harsh  realities  of  erxforcement 
are  encountered  in  practice.  It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that  possible  changes 
in  licence  conditions  and  approved  methods  of  handling  etc,  will  prove  to  be  a 
very  controversial  subject,  if  the  changes  are  approved  by  the  Council  during 
the  coming  year. 


Undoubtedly  there  will  be  cries  of  ”¥hy?”  and  attention  will  be  dra?m  to 
the  fact  that  there  have  been  no  accidents  in  the  Borough  under  the  present 
arrangements.  Does  one  wait,  therefore,  until  such  an  accident  does  occur? 
My  own  view  is  that  where  standards  have  been  introduced  for  new  premises, 
there  have  been  good  reasons  for  this,  I  believe  that  these  reasons  apply 
equally  to  existing  premises  and  I  would  prefer  not  to  wait  for  the  accident 
v^hich  ’’might  never  happen”  .

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  most  noteworthy  incident,  under  this  heading,  was  the  case  of  the  person 
who  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  but  who  refused  to 
enter  a  hospital  for  suitable  treatment.  In  due  course,  the  person  left  the 
town  and  the  accommodation  which  she  had  been  occupying  was  fumigated.  After 
a  short  period,  she  returned  to  the  town  and  an  order,  to  remove  her  to 
hospital,  was  obtained  in  the  Magistrates’  Court.  She  refused  to  stay  in 
hospital,  however,  and,  after  collecting  her  belongings,  left  the  town  and,  it 
is  believed,  the  country.  Once  again  it  was  necessary  to  fumigate  the 
accommodation  which  she  had  occupied. 

Fumigation  was  also  carried  out  in  accommodation  occupied  by  a  person  who  had 
to  be  buried  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  19^8.  This 
person  had,  just  prior  to  hi.  death,  been  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis . 

The  risk  of  contamination  from  pet-food  was  high-lighted  in  a  case  of  food 
poisoning  where  it  seemed  probable  that  infected  meat  had  been  the  cause  of  the 
illness.  Certainly  it  was  established  that  the  organism  which  had  caused  the 
food  poisoning  was  the  same  as  that  isolated  from  the  meat  which  had  been  sold 
as  pet  food. 

As  a  result  of  this  incident,  a  sample  of  pet  meat  from  the  same  source  was 
submitted  for  examination.  This  was  found  to  be  satisfactory,  however,  and  it 
was  also  established  that  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations 
1969  were  being  complied  with  at  the  abattoir  from  which  tne  meat  had  been 
obtained.  These  Regulations  require  that  meat  which  is  unfit  for  human 
consumption  shall  not  be  removed  from  an  abattoir  unless  it  has  been  sterilized. 
There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  it  is  sound  policy  to  regard  all  pet  food  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption  »  keeping  it  well  away  from  food  for  the  family, 
using  separate  utensils  and  washing-up  arrangements  and  paying  particular 
attention  to  hand-washing  after  handling  supplies  of  pet  food. 
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NA-TIOmu  ASSISTANCE  ACT  194-8. 

The  death  of  an  old  person^  lodging  in  a  single  room  in  a  fairly 
large  house,  resulted  in  arrangements  being  made,  by  this  Council,  for  his 
burial.  No  other  arrangements  were  being  made  and,  in  these  circumstances, 
the  local  authority  is  required  to  take  appropriate  action. 

Part  of  the  cost  of  the  burial  was  recovered  from  the  death  grant. 


PEST  COmRGL. 

A  sexn/ice  of  pest  control,  dealing  with  rats,  mice  and  wasps,  remained 
in  force  during  the  year  -  the  service  being  provided,  on  the  Council's 
behalf,  by  Messrs.  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd.^,  who  dealt  with  all  complaints 
relating  to  the  presence  of  these  pests  in  residential  property. 

RODEiE  CQM^ROL., 

65  complaints  were  received  and  all  but  six  of  these  were  referred  to 
Messrs.  Rentokil  Ltd.  for  attention.  In  the  other  cases,  the  complainants 
were  advised  concerning  the  necessary  treal.rnent, 

WASPS. 

Fox’'ty--3i:K:  complaints  were  received  and  triese  were  dealt  with  efficiently 
by  Messrs.  Rentokil, 

PISTON  CONTROL. 

A  pigeon-trapping  exercise  embracing  the  Market  Place/Bel]  Street  area 
was  carried  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Traps  wert  used  n\  two  sites 
and  were  left  in  place  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks. 

The  result  of  the  operation  was  disappointing.  Only  14  pigeons  were 
caught,  about  1 0  of  these  being  from  the  Bell  Street  traps. 

The  operation  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Rentokil  Ltd.  who  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  pigeons  are  being  fed  daily,  away  from  the  iown  centre,  and 
are  not  easily  lured  into  the  traps.  34  pigeons  were  oauti^  levertheless , 
and  if  this  could  be  done  regularly,  the  problem  would  at  be  kept  under 

control. 
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OTHER  PESTS, 

Included  in  this  list  were  complaints  relating  to  bed  bugs,  fleas, 
cluster  flies,  ants,  slugs,  bats,  squirrels,  rabbits,  and  moles.  This 
year,  too,  a  genuine  case  of  ’’woolly  bear”  was  encounteredl  This,  readers 
of  my  report  for  1969  willrecall,  is  the  larva  of  the  carpet  beetle.  In 
all  these  cases,  advice  as  to  the  appropriate  treatment  or  action  to  be 
taken  was  given  to  the  respective  complainants. 

FALDRESaSRS  A  BARBERS. 

These  establishments  continued  to  be  well  run  and  no  problems  were 
encountered  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LOD&ING-  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough.  (This  information 
is  required  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security). 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1 951 . 

Only  one  shop  is  licensed  under  this  Act  and,  during  the  year,  it 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

SLA-UGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  I958. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  borough  and  only  one  licence  to 
slaughter  pigs  and  calves,  using  an  approved  humane  killer,  was  issued 
during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CONi^rHENCES. 


It  is  pleasing  to  record, that  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the 
Council  agreed  to  the  abolition  of  all  charges  for  washing  and  toilet 
facilities  in  the  public  conveniences  throughout  the  Borough  -  the  effective 
date  for  this  to  be  15th  February  197i  (decimalisation  day).  In  fact,  the 
locks  had  been  removed  by  the  end  of  the  year.

The  survey  of  older  houses  in  the  town  has  so  far  indicated  that  a  high  proportion 
of  these  lack  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  and  could  attract  grant 
aido  Owners  of  houses  are  informed  following  the  survey  of  the  grants  available 
and  it  is  hoped  that  during  1971  more  landlords  and  owners/occupiers  will 
take  advantage  of  the  extremely  attractive  grants  v/hich  are  no  longer  tied  to 
unattractive  conditions. 


Landlords  can  also  obtain  a  better  return  from  their  property  by  means  of 
the  Qualification  Certificate  procedure  which  enables  them  to  convert  'controlled* 
tena.ncies  to  'regulated'  tenancies  giving  a  higher  rent  return  subject  to 
certain  reasonable  conditions.  This  procedure  has  not  yet  been  used  in  Bicester 
but  advice  will  be  readily  given  if  interested  owners  require  it.

Further  houses  in  multiple  occupation  were  found  during  1970  and  in 
each  case  appropriate  informal  action  was  takeno  One  of  the  Council’s  most 
serious  problems  in  this  field  was  resolved  when  The  Bannuts  was  vacated  and 
sold  with  the  surrounding  land,  for  redevelopment*  Numerous  complaints  have 
emanated  in  the  past  from  this  property  and  several  of  its  occupants  have 
been  rehoused  by  the  Council  over  the  past  few  years. 

The  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  County  and  his  staff  readily  co-operate  in 
advising  on  the  Fire  Prevention  measures  required  on  these  premises*  The 
law  at  present  makes  the  local  authority  responsible  for  ensuring  that 
adequate  means  of  escape  in  the  case  of  fire  are  provided  and  the  recommendations 
of  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers  are  accepted  verbatimo  Unless  proper 
provision  is  maintained  for  escape,  serious  loss  of  life  or  injury  could 
ensue  in  this  type  of  accommodation  should  fire  break  out, 

7 ®  Housing  Repair  under  Public  Health  Acts 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  it  was  not  necessary  to 
take  legal  proceedings  against  any  landlord  during  1970  in  respect  of 
nuisance  conditions  in  privatly  ovmed  houses,  -^^either  was  it  necessary  to 
serve  Statutory  Abatement  Notices  on  any  owner  for  Public  Health  Act  defects* 

The  service^  of  an  informal  notice  on  an  owner  usually  results  in  work  being 
commenced  fairly  quickly  although  it  is  true  to  say  that  the  people  of 
Bicester  rarely  complain  about  their  housing  conditions  in  privately  owned 
property.  This  is  very  unusual  tod  the  reason  is  not  apparent  but  this  state 
of  affairs  does  not  of  course  apply  to  Council  Houses  where  1  am  told  the 
number  of  complaints  is  very  high  in  comparison.  From  conditions  found  when 
surveying  private  houses,  one  cannot  help  but  wonder  why  occupants  are 
prepared  to  accept  some  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  found  whilst  some 
Council  tenants  living  in  good  modern  houses  call  upon  the  Council  to  carry 
out  such  minor  repairs  as  replacing  screws  in  garden  gates  1 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  work  in  this  respect  during  the  year

Despite  the  overall  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  standard  of  the  Tov7n*s 
food  premises,  there  were  isolated  cases  found  during  the  year  of  quite 
unacceptable  conditions©  The  speed  with  which  these  v/ere  remedied  in  most 
cases  indicated  that  the  offenders  knew  full  well  that  they  were  at  fault  and 
they  were  all  informed  that  a  repetition  of  these  circumstances  would  lead  to 
more  stringent  action  to  enforce  compliance®  The  number  of  cases  wkhre  dirty 
conditions  were  found  indicate  that  there  is  no  room  for  complacency  on  the 
subject  of  food  hygiene® 
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Smiking  is  a  very  dirty  habit  when  indulged  in  by  persons  engaged 
in  the  handling  of  food  or  drink  for  public  consumption^  It  is  also 
potentially  dangerous  from  the  food  poisoning  viewpoint o  It  was  decided 
that  the  first  reported  offence  of  this  nature  would  result  in  the 
individual  concerned  receiving  a  written  warning  whilst  the  second 
would  result  in  a  prosecutiono  One  such  case  arose  during  the  year  a.nd 
the  resulting  prosecution  brought  a  fine  of  plus  5  guineas  costs « 

The  Chairman  of  the  ^''magistrates  is  passing  sentence,  indicated  that  future 
offenders  would  be  much  more  severely  dea.lt  with® 


A  small  *piolt’  survey  of  some  food  premises  in  the  town  regarding 
the  temperature  control  of  food  produced  some  startling  results  and  a 
more  detailed  survey  will  doubtless  reveal  others ^  -^his  most  important 
aspect  of  food  handling  appears  to  be  treated  with  less  than  the  importance 
it  deserves  and  some  cabinets  containing  dairy  products,  fresh  meat  and 
frozen  foods  v/ere  found  to  be  operating  at  too  high  a  temperature o  It  would 
appear  that  some  food  handlers  are  taking  the  efficient  operation  of  these 
cabinets  for  granted  and  on  some  occasions  no  thermometer  were  found  in 
the  cabinets.  Frozen  foods  particularly,  suffer  a  slo?;  quality  loss  when 
temperatures  in  the  cabinets  exceed  0  F  and  the  food  is  deteriorating  long 
before  it  reaches  the  stage  where  it  becomes  obviously  unfit  for 
consumption. 


Another  and  more  disturbing  fault  in  food  handling  practice  w-as  found 
in  a  cafe  kitchen  p^here  prepared  meat  products  v^rere  found  lying  about  a 
W8.rm  steamy  kitchen  at  a  temperature  of  72  Fo  The  consumers  of  these 
particular  products  could  have  been  the  recipients  of  a  well  incubated 
portion  of  food  poisoning  organisms  or  toxino 

It  is  ultimately  hoped  that  the  Government  will  introduce  long- 
overdue  temperature  control  requirements  for  all  premises  where  susceptible 
foods  are  stored  or  displayed  for  sale  instead  of  merely  for  catering 
establishments  and  when  one  looks  back  at  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak 
and  its  implications,  one  wonders  ’why  the  delay’? 

Licensed  Premises 


There  is  a  continuing  trend  towards  catering  in  public  houses  and 
Clubs,  This  really  commenced  v;hen  the  effects  of  the  ’ breathyliser ’  began 
to  curtail  the  beer  trade  and  licencees  looked  to  catering  as  a  means  of 
replacing  the  lost  income o  Unfortunately  the  facilities  under  which  food 
is  prepared  are  not  alv/ays  ideal  or  even  satisfactory  and  the  Lpcencees 
knowledge  of  good  food  handling  practice  whilst  adequate  for  beer  trade 
does  not  alwa^^s  fit  them  for  venturing  into  catering, o  One  has  therefore 
to  be  constantly  av^are  of  the  possible  problems  involved  and  it  is  some¬ 
times  difficult  to  persuade  the  Brewery  to  provide  proper  facilities 
for  catering  when  they  do  not  take  any  of  the  profit  obtained  in  this 
part  of  the  trade. 
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Tfa.rket  Stalls 

Open  air  trading  can  never  be  considered  satisfactory  in  relation  to 
food  and  maniy  public  health  inspectors  v/ould,  be  glad  to  see  the  end  of 
this  aspect  of  food  trading o  Until  this  happens,  hov/ever,  one  has  to 
obtain  the  best  standards  possible  within  the  limitations  of  the 
Regulations  of  1 966  which  were  made  to  control  to  a  very  limited  extent  the  sale 
of  food  from  stalls  and  vehicles,  A  few  mobile  shops  and  ice  crwam  vehicles 
were  inspected  and  conditions  have  been  improved  after  informal  notices  were 
served. 

Food  Hygiene  Education 

There  seems  to  be  a  national  lack  of  knov/ledge  or  concern  on  the  part 
of  some  food  handlers  regarding  the  potential  dangers  to  which  they  expose 
the  public  by  certain  bad  practices  and  habits.  Patient  explanation  of  their 
errors  is,  one  feaxs,  often  unheeded.  However,  perseverence  with  this 
method  must  go  hand  in  hand  with  penalising  of  the  persistantly  careless 
or  negligent  offender.  Food  poisoning  is  not  on  the  decline  natioimlly 
and  all  cases  must  be  categorised  as  an  unnecessary  illness  brought  about 
by  someone’s  thoughtlessness®

1  o  Complaints 

The  number  of  comiplaints  investigated  during  1970  (21  )  shows  an  increase 
of  more  than  lOO/Oe  The  public,  having  limited  money  to  spend,  are,  it  seems, 
no  longer  prepared  to  tolerate  the  aale  of  unsatisfactory  foodo 
Unfortunately,  they  are  not  alv/ays  prepared  to  take  the  matter  to  its  final 
conclusion  and  give  evidence  in  court  even  v;hen  the  case  is  a  serious  one* 
Again  the  Council's  policy  of  issuing  yearning  letters  in  respect  of  the 
first  reported  complaint  followed  by  more  serious  action  in  the  event  of  a 
recurrence  is  encoura.ging  although  during  1970  prosecution  has  not  been 
found  to  be  necessary* 


Rarely  does  a  complaint  arise  from  a  ’deliberate  act’  on  the  part  o  f  a 
retailer  or  mancuf axturer  byt  the  number  of  cases  of  ’mould’  in  the  list 
below,  indicate  a  degree  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  one  or  the  other, 
particualrly  where  perishable  foods  are  involvedo  Such  carelessness  or 
negligence  should  not  go  unpunished  when  it  occurs  after  a  warning.

At  the  request  of  food  traders  43  visits  were  made  during  the  ^ear  for 
the  purpose  of  issuing  voluntary  surrender  certificates  in  respect  of 
unsound  or  unsaleable  food  v/hich  is  then  disposed  of  by  buriel  on  the  Council 
Refuse  Tip  at  Stratton  Audleyo 

On  five  occasions  frozen  food  cabinets  or  refrigerators  failed  and  the 
cortents  which  appealed  to  be  fairly  sound  were  surrendered  and  destroyed 
At  first  sight  this  appears  to  constitute  a  teriAble  waste  of  food  but  the 
refreezing  of  defrosted  food  'Can  be  potentially  dangerous  and  once  food  in 
these  cabinets  has  risen  above  a  certain  temperature  for  aperiod  of  loss 
of  quality  is  certain  and  decomposition  progressive.  The-  food  is  therefore 
unsaleable  rather  then  unfit  at  the  time  it  is  surrendered  although  on 
occasions  it  is  quite  ’high’  when  visited*

The  vexed  question  of  v/hether  food  premises  should  all  be  registered 
was  again  raised  at  the  -Public  health  Inspectors’  Conference  in  Septembero 
^%ny  inspectors  are  in  favour  of  such  a  schem.e  as  it  v/ould  give  a  good 
measure  of  control  by  local  authorities  without  use  of  the  courts® 

Nothing  is  more  likely  to  make  a  recalcitrant  shopkeeper  or  firm  ca.rry  out 
work  more  speedil^^  than  the  threat  of  closure  or  their  premises  for  a 
period  by  cancellation  of  his  registration®  This  type  of  scheme  operates 
Vv^ellj  in  Canada  where  food  hygiene  standards  are  well  in  advance  of  those 
in  this  country®  The  Ministry  are  not  in  favour  of  such  a  scheme  a.nd 
this  is  hardly  surprising  v/hen  one  notes  the  protection  v/hich  is  afforded 
to  food  trading  organisations  in  Britain®  It  is  quite  amazing  that  before 
Regulations  are  submitted  to  Parliament^  the  ’interested  organisations’ 
are  given  the  opportunity  to  comm.ent  on  the  dra.ft  and  suggest  amendments, 
many  of  which  are  incorporated  in  the  fina.l  Regulations  which  then 
inevitably  lack  the  teeth  which  they  require  to  make  them  effective® 

Asking  a  food  traders’  organisation  whether  the^^  will  accept  a  Regulation 
requiring  their  members  to  provide  a  cool  cabinet  for  storage  of 
cooked  meats  is  like  a^sking  a  man  whether  he  will  agree  to  pay  double 
taxes®  But  in  the  former  case  this  is  w'hat  does  happen  whilst  in  the

Water  Supply 

In  February,  several  complaints  v^^ere  received  of  a  tained  water  supply 
throughout  the  town®  The  water  had  a  ’carbolic’  taste  and  subsequent 
enquiries  determined  that  the  cause  was  a  slight  and  temporary  pollution 
of  the  supply  by  a  form  of  phenolic  compound®  Prompt  action  was  taJxen 
by  the  Board  and  a  pure  supply  v/as  quickly  restored  follovfipg  flushing 
of  the  maAns  ®  To  this  day,  hov^ever,  1  have  heard  no  definate  statement 
as  to  the  cauae  of  the  pollution  although  exha^uslve  enquiries  were  made 
by  the  Engineer® 


A  different  type  of  complaint  concerned  the  discovery  of  material 
re  embling  seaweed  in  a  supply  used  for  commercial  purposes.  The 
investigattion  inspection  from  the  ^''ater  Board  satisfied  himself  that  the 
supply  itself  v/as  pure  and  suggested  that  the  material  had  been  flushed 
from  the  internal  surfaces  of  the  complainant’s  supply  pipes,  due  to 
slight  changes  in  the  chemical  composition  of  the  v/ater  reacting  wdth  the 
material  which  builds  up  in  the  pipes®

The  complaints  received  last  year  regarding  ocer-chlorination  appear 
to  have  ceased  as  exTjected,  The  chlorine  content  of  the  v/ater  is  still 
quite  high  a.nd  can  be  detected  by  taste  but  it  does  not  seem  to  be  as 
high  as  last  3^ear  indicating  either  a  redaction  in  chlorine  or  the  fact  that 
affected  consumers  are  learning  to  live  v/ith  it^ 

^an.itary  Accommodation  in  ^Refreshment  Houses 

Following  the  noties  served  on  owners  of  establishments  where  food 
an'-l  drink  are  consumed  by  the  public  on  their  premises,  one  of  these 
has  now  provided  the  necessary  toilet  accommodation  for  public  use^ 

The  owners  were  all  allowed  2  years  in  which  to  comply  and  'his  period 
expires  in  August  1971  •

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Accidents 


Only  two  accidents  were  reported  during  1970«  It  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  in  afull  year  v/here  7^3  people  are  working  there  is  such  a 
low  accident  rate  and  it  may  be  that  there  are  many  more  accidents 
involving  absence  from  work;  for  more  than  three  days  than  have  been 
reported. 


This  is  not  a  problem  peculiar  to  Bicester^ in  other  authorities 
there  is  concern  at  the  low  notification  rate.  Heavy  penalties  are 
provided  for  failure  to  notify  the  local  authority  in  the  circumstances 
quoted  above  but  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  find  out  when  an 
unreported  accident  has  occurred  unless  by  means  of  information  from  a.n 
employee j  until  Jaw  is  reinforced  the  situation  will  not  improve* 

It  v/ould  be  of  considerable  benifit  to  officers  inspecting  premises 
under  the  Act  if  Hospital  and  Doctors  ^  records  in  respect  of  injuries 
sustained  at  work  v\rere  to  be  available  for  examination  or  at  the  very 
least,  if  such  establishments  were  to  be  required  to  submit  returns 
with  full  information  on  the  treatments  given  to  the  victims  of  accidents 
sustained  at  worko 

The  two  accidents  which  were  notified  concerned, 

a)  A  butchers  s.ssistant  v/ho  su  tained  a  cut  hand  v/hen  a  knife  which 
he  v/as  using  slipped, 

b)  A  warehouse  assistant  at  a  large  store  v^ho  tripped  over  an  empty 
carton  and  fell,  sustaining  a  fractured  wrist* 

In  neither  of  these  accidents  was  the  employer  considered  to  be  at 
fault.

Once  again,  the  pressure  of  work  in  other  fields  prevented  the  carrying 
out  many  inspections  under  ^'actories  Acts*  Oh^  ten  visits  and  revisits 
were  made  during  the  year  and  one  informal  notice  v/as  served.  This  was 
in  respect  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  in  a  factory  with  mechanical 
power  and  concerned  broken  fittings  v/hich  have  since  been  renev/ed.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  several  observations  at 
a  factory  in  Bicester  in  view  of  the  black  smoke  which  was  being  omitted 
from  its  chimneye  This  is  an  offence  whether  smoke  control  areas  exist 
or  not  and  the  occupiers  have  received  a  severe  warning  that  a  recurrence 
could  result  in  more  stringent  enforcement  action  by  the  Council® 

Every  year  brings  its  crop  of  complaints  regarding  the  indiscriminate 
burning  of  bonfires  and  1970  was  no  exception*  Strangely,  none  of  these  Y^ere 
in  respect  of  garden  bonfires  but  concerned  fires  on  open  land®  The 
persons  responsible  failed  to  take  into  account  the  vvUnd  direction  Yihen 
lighting  materials  v/hich  subsequently  gave  off  large  volumes  of  offensive 
smoke®  Informal  discussions  with  the  offenders  brought  satisfactory 
results  in  each  case®

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Noise  Abatement 


Nine  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  excessive 
noise  nuisance  and  these  resulted  in  21  visits  and  revisits e  For  the 
first  year  since  it  was  built^  no  complaint  was  received  regarding  the 
G-as  Board  Niant  and  the  complaints  which  were  brought  to  my  attention 
were  miscellany.  Ihey  varied  from  dogs  barking,  noisy  neighbours,  fire 
eAarms  ringing  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  circular  saws, 
compressor  vibration  and  noisy  workmen^  Not  all  of  these  were  found  to 
be  justified  but  those  v^^hich  were  resulted  in  satisfaction  following 
informal  approaches  to  the  offenders o

Control  of  Nuisance  -  G-eneral 

Apart  from  smoke  and  noise  nuisance  and  those  appurtaining  to 
housing  conditions,  all  of  ?/hich  are  dealt  v/ith  elsewhere  in  the  report, 
many  complaints  have  been  received  a,nd  investigated  regarding  offensive 
smell,  drainage,  accumulations,  v^atercourses  and  dirty  conditions  in 
the  toilet  at  the  Cattle  Marketo 

The  pollution  of  the  Taunton  "Road  v/atercourse  b^^  oil  involved  a  survey 
of  all  the  factory  premise,  nearby  in  company  v/ith  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board  inspector  and  several  points  were  6.rawn  to  the  attention  of 
factory  occupiers  particularly  with  regard  to  the  safe  and  satisfactory 
storage  of  heating  oil. 

There  is  still  a.n  unfortunate  tendency  for  the  less  particular  people 
of  Bicester  to  dump  unwanted  rubbish  on  pieces  of  spa.re  land  and  in  the 
tow^n^s  wa.tercourses »  This  involves  the  ratepayer  at  large  in  the  expense 
of  clea.ring  the  rubbish  when  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  the  person 
wAshing  to  rid  themselves  of  this  material  could  see  it  safely  and  satisfactorily 
disposed  of  a.t  the  Council's  tip.  It  seems  that  until  some  irate  and 
public  spirited  ratepayers  is  prepared  to  report  on  an  offender  so  ’'ha.t 
they  can  properly  be  dealt  with,  this  problem  will  continue,  for  experience 
in  other  districts  has  proved  that  warning  notiees  are  completely  ignored.

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Insect  and  Pest  Control 


Rodents 


Fifty- tv;o  complaints  were  rece  ved  during  the  year  regarding 
infestations  by  rats  or  mice®  This  is  not  excessive  for  Bicester  and 
many  of  the  infestations  v^^re  apparently  caused  by  only  one  or  tv/o  rodents 
and  were  quickly  cleared o  bbrk  on  this  aspect  of  pest  control  involved 
73  visits  and  revisits « 

Once  again,  the  Council’s  sewers  w^ere  surveyed  in  company  with  the 
Pest  Officer  of  the  Iv!inistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  w^ere 
pronounced  clear  of  infestation o  The  ^efuse  Tip  had  one  or  two  minor 
infestations  as  can  be  expected  but  these  were  quickly  cleared  by  M]-, 
Hatfield  the  Council’s  Rodent  Opera.tivee  ^atfield  has  now  ceased 

full  time  employment  having  reached  retirement  age  but  attends  the  ^^^ard 
each  morning  and  w^illingly  carries  out  any  rodent  control  v/ork  wiiich 
requires  his  attention*

Insect  Pests 


1970  i/vas  a  very  bad  year  for  w^asps  and  many  com^plaints  were 
received  vm_th  requests  for  treatment*  In  viev/  of  the  time  consuming  nature 
of  this  work  and  the  fact  that  it  often  involves  visits  in  the  evening, 
the  Council  decided  during  the  year  to  le\y  a  charge  ,  payable  in  advance 
for  such  treatments*  This  has  resulted  in  a  sharp  decline  in  the  number 
of  persons  availing  themselves  for  the  service* 

A  new  method  of  control  was  introduced  for  insect  pests  when  the 
purchased  a.  ’Fumovap’  vapouriser  gun*  This  has  proved  very  effective 
against  a  wride  range  of  insects  and  has  more  the.n  justified  its  cost*

Fj, neons 

The  w^ork  on  attempting  to  rid  the  Market  Square  of  pigeons  commenced 
during  I969  v/as  continued  during  1970  and  with  the  helpful  co-operation 
of  the  Bicester  Pigeon  Club,  a  large  number  of  the  pigeons  were  tre^pped  and 
destroyed.  The  ringed  birds  were  returned  to  their  owners,  some  of  these 
being  quite  fa.r  afield.  Unfortunately,  a  J5ard  core  of  birds  managed  to 
excape  capture  and  the  flock  has  nov7  built  up  again  to  its  former  strength. 
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The  nuisance  caused  by  these  birds  is  quite  serious  and  this  does 
not  seem  to  be  appreciated  by  those  %ho  persist  in  feeding  themo 
Instances  have  been  reprted  of  cars  sv/erving  to  avoid  a  pigeon  and  almost 
causing  a  serious  accident  to  pedestrians  -  of  serious  damage  to  property 
due  to  the  droppings  of  these  pests  -  not  forgetting  the  terrible  eyesore 
vrhich  the  droppings  provide  on  the  roofs  of  property  in  the  towno 

As  a  nation  we  spend  more  time  and  money  in  the  protection  of  a.nimals 
and  birds  than  we  do  on  protection  of  children  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
fatal  accident  does  not  occur  as  a  result  of  the  presence  of  the 
Market  Square  pigeon  population^ 

Efforts  wall  be  renew^ed  in  1971  to  destroy  this  pest. 
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Abandoned  Vehicles 


The  'purge’  V7hich  was  nece' sarily  undertaken  last  year  to  rid  the  tov/n 
of  the  dangerous  abandoned  cars,  dumped  by  their  owners  seems  to  have  ha.d 
its  effect  and  the  number  found  during  1970  was  greatly  reduced. 

Nevertheless 5  the  number  of  visits  involved  (l50)  was  not  mueh  less 
than  last  year  (l82)o  The  reasons  for  this  are  that  regular  surveys  at 
the  notorious  areas  of  the  tov/n  where  this  problem  seems  to  recur  are 
made  and  once  the  owners  of  untaxed  cars  on  Council  land  are  ascertained, 
several  visits  are  mad.e  if  necessaxy  to  ensure  the.t  the  vehicles  are  moved 
or  disposed  of. 

Follov/ing  a  blatant  case  of  'dumping’  of  an  a.bandoned  car  on  land  v/ithin 
the  tov/n,  the  Council  instituted  proceedings  but  unfortunately  the 
ca.se  was  lost  on  a  technicality.,  Tpe  word  'abandoned'  is  not  defined  in  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act  and  it  would  appear  that  until  this  law  is  amiended 
there  is  a  ready  escape  for  of fenders o 


Control  of  Infectious  Disea.se 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increa.se  in  the  number  of  infectious 
diseease  notifications  this  year,  mainly  of  Infective  Hepatitis o  These 
are  all  investigated  for  the  Hedical  Officer  of  health  to,  whom  reports 
are  sent  where  necessaryo 

One  or  two  notifications  of  Suspected  Rood  Poisoning  v/ere  investigated 
but  proved  negative  after  stool  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
■‘laboratory. 
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Petroleum  Acts 


This  is  an  involved  but  very  important  field  and  one  which  demands 
careful  inspection  and  control  in  view  of  the  likely  results  of  neglect 
of  the  dangers  involved  in  the  handling  of  petroleum  spirit.,  Most  of  the 
Licensed  installations  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  informal 
notices  w^ere  sent  in  order  to  dra.w  attention  to  unsatisfactory  matters 

The  nev7  Licnece  Conditions  which  bring  Oxfordshire  installations 
into  line  with  the  Homie  Office  Model  Code  are  due  to  be  issued  in  time  fof 
the  Annual  Henev73.1  of  Licences  in  April, 
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Hairdressin^q:  Establishments 

The  Hairdressing  Establishments  in  Bicester  are  generality  in  a  very 
clean  and  satisf a^ctory  conditiono  Six  inspections  were  made  during  the 
year  usually  in  conjunction  v/ith  visits  under  Offices ,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  legislationo  Once  again,  comment  has  been  made  in  some  quarters 
about  the  ’touring’  hadrdresser  who  visits  clients’  hom.es  and  thus 
operates  with  very  much  reduced  costs o  There  is  nothing  that  can  be  done 
about  this  under  current  legislation  and  the  temptation  to  the  public  of 
obtaining  the  service  at  a  cheaper  rate  is  of  course  very  great o 
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Health  Education 

Oreat  strides  have  been  made  in  this  direction  during  1970°  Talks 
have  been  given  to  all  the  domestic  Science  Classes  at  the  Bicester 
School  during  the  year  and  although  this  is  time  consuming  it  is  well 
worth  v\rhile  as  a  basic  knov/ledge  of  food  hygiene  is  essential  to  all 
if  food  poisoning  is  to  be  avoided  at  home  as  well  as  in  the  food 
shops  of  the  town* 

The  issue  of  Food  Hygiene  Notes  bi-monthly  continued  and  various 
matters  of  interest  and  importance  v\rere  covered  in  these  bulletins*  In 
addition,  the  Bicester  School  made  a  simple  incubator  and  this  has 
enabled  sv/abs  to  be  taken  in  certain  food  establishments  to  demorstrate 
the  areas  of  cleansing  which  need  more  attentiono  It  is  hoped  to  continue 
this  during  1971  in  an  attempt  to  educate  and  enlighten  rather  than  to 
enf  orce « 
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The  following  matters 3  although  the  responsibility  of  the  Engineer  3.nd 
Surveyor,  Mr*  Doe,  have  public  health  connections  and  therefore  complete 
the  survey  of  the  environment  of  Bicester  and  I  am  th(  ref ore  grateful  to 
Mro  Doe  for  his  assistance  in  compiling  the  information  below

The  expansion  of  the  town^s  residential  areas  has  resulted  in  a 
corresponding  increa.se  in  the  work  invo^-ved  in  refuse  collection.  The 
-American  families’  housing  es4;ates  in  particular  have  increased  the  work 
load  and  all  refuse  collection  staff  are  employed  virtually  full  time 
on  the  services  The  paper  sack  scheme  is  extending  as  new  estates  are 
developed  and  it  is  hoped  tha.t  before  too  long  the  dustbin  and  kerbside 
collection  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

A  bonus  scheme  is  in  operation  for  all  collectors  and  drivers  and  tovmrds 
the  end  of  1970  the  Council  agreed  to  have  Work  Study  teams  to  report 
on  the  collection  service  and  its  possible  improvement. 

Trade  Refuse  is  collected  tv/ice  weekly  and  a  charge  is  made  for  this 
service . 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  the  Stratton  Audley 
Tip  and  this  is  v/ell  managed  and  amply  supplied  with  covering  material. 
Negotiations  are  to  proceed  f or  a  further  area  of  tipping  space  to  be  made 
available « 
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Sewerage  and  Sev/afi’e  Disposal 

No  major  trunk  foul  or  surface  v^'ater  sewers  have  been  constructed 
during  1970  as  the  work  carried  out  in  I969  should  cater  for  the  majority 
of  the  proposed  new  development  in  accordance  with  the  Tov/n  ivlape 

The  large  surface  water  storage  pond  on  Kings  End  Farm  which  will  serve 
the  iknerican  houses  in  addition  to  any  ne\Y  development  proposed  in  this 
area  is  now  under  construction  and  a  similar  but  smaller  pond  has  been 
completed  to  serve  the  Blake/ Titchener  development  in  Bucknell  Road* 

The  Ministry  enquiry  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Sewage  bbrks 
Extension  has  now^  been  held  and  the  decision  of  the  Minster  is  awaited* 

The  Extension  is  nov\f  urgently  required  if  development  is  to  continue  at 
its  present  rate  and  one  piece  of  development  is  already  held  up  pending 
the  approval  of  the  scheme  by  the  Minister*

Public  Conveniences 


The  three  sets  of  public  conveniences  were  again  kept  in  a  clean  condition 
during  the  year  and  provoked  no  complaints  on  public  health  grounds* 


Swimmina  Pool 

1970  saw  the  la,st  summer  in  which  the  Open  Air  Swimming  Pool  was  in  use 
and  the  Council  have  now  reluctantly  closed  this  facility*  The  advent 
of  the  New  Sports  ^entre  and  magnificent  Pool  resulted  in  a  financial  loss 
on  the  open  air  pool  a-nd  closure  was  inevitable* 

The  new  pool  is  provihg  a  great  attraction  in  the  dintrict  and  although 
som_e  minor  eye  troubles  have  been  experienced  and  ore  or  two  other  matters 
which  could  be  termed  ’teething  troubles’  had  to  be  ironed  out,  the  Centre  is 
proving  a  social  and  financial  success  as  expected*  Tpe  staff  at  the 
Centre  take  chlorine  readings  regularly  and  samples,  and  a  copy  of  their 
readings  is  supplied  to  m.e  for  informationo

Water  is  obtained  by  the  Thames  Valley  Water  Board  from  three 
boi’eholes  at  Cleeve  (Uoririg)  which  is  pumped  to  a  storage  reservoir  at 
V/oodcote,  and  thence  via  reservoirs  at  Beggarbush  (Benson)  and  Nettlebed 
and  a  water  tov/er  at  Cookley  Green^  to  those  parts  of  the  Board’s  area 
within  the  Rural  Districts,  Recent  determinations  indicate  fluoride  levels 
of  0.05,  0  07  and  0.12  mgViitre  for  water  from  the  three  boreholes  at 
Cleeve®

All  unsatisfactory  samples  of  the  total  number  taken  -  were 

grossly  contamir^ated^  and  it  can  be  seen^  as  expect ed^^  that  shallow  wells  are 
the  usual  sources  of  supply  affected  by  surface  pollution* 

A  well  supply  fed  by  roofwater^  serving  a  dwelling  at  Lewknor  was 
not  only  grossly  contaminated  but  deficient  at  dry  periods,  and,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  alternative  sources  of  supply,  the  Council  considers  the  house  unfit 
for  human  habitation® 


SEWERACE  AND  SEWACE  DISPOSAL 

4-01  connections  were  made  to  the  sewers  during  the  year;  133  of 
these  were  to  old  properties. 

The  nev;  sewage  disposal  plant  to  serve  Culham  and  Clifton  Hampden 
was  completed  and  became  operational  at  the  year  end,  and  the  old  v^orks 
demolished  to  allow  for  the  construction  of  a  fourth  filter  bed  and  sludge 
drying  beds  in  the  new  works  to  be  completed* 
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continued 


Work  was  completed  on  a  scheme  for  disposal  of  excess  effluent 
at  Horspath  Sewage  Disposal  Ys'orks  by  laying  1380  yards  of  5*’  dia.  p*v.  c. 
rising  main  connected  to  the  Oxford  City  sewers,  and  the  adaptation  of  an 
old  water  pumping  station  for  use  as  a  sewage  pumping  station. 

In  July,  1970,  all  sewers  and  laterals  had  been  laid  in  the 
Stanton  St.  John  Sewerage  Scheme,  and  at  the  year  end  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Plant  became  operational  and  ovmers  of  property  were  being  informed  that 
connections  to  the  system  could  be  made. 

A  sewer  extension  to  serve  properties  in  Baysv/ater  Road  (Stanton 
St.  John  Parish)  was  completed  and  connection  to  the  Oxford  City  sewerage 
system  is  in  progress. 

An  extension  of  the  Warborough  and  Shillingford  Sewera.ge  Scheme 
to  serve  houses  on  the  Henley  Road,  north-v/est  of  The  Nev;  Inn,  Shillingford, 
v/as  completed  in  September. 

At  the  year  end  a  6”  dia.  sewer  had  been  laid  to  serve  residents 
in  Windmill  Lane,  Wheatley. 

1320  yards  of  9'*  and  6”  sewers  have  been  laid  in  the  sev/erage 
scheme  to  serve  Little  Milton  and  G-reat  Haseley,  and  work  has  started  on 
the  sewage  disposal  works 2  excavation  for  the  filter  bed  is  completed  and 
concrete  base  partly  laid.  The  original  sewerage  scheme  has  been  modified 
to  alloy/  an  extension  of  sewers  to  serve  the  Village  Hall  and  Industrial 
Site  (Haseley  Ironv/orks)  at  G-reat  Haseley. 

The  Department  of  Environment  (formerly  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  G-overnment)  held  a  local  investigation  in  July,  1970,  into  the  scheme 
for  extending  Chinnor  Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks  and  the  installation  of  sludge 
pressing  plants  at  Chinnor  and  Benson.  The  Department  has  been  asked  to 
expedite  approval  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  extension  owing  to  over¬ 
loading  of  the  existing  plant  and  the  need  to  meet  additional  flows  from 
proposed  private  housing  developments  in  the  village.  The  extended  works 
have  been  designed  to  cater  for  flov/s  from  a  total  population  of  12,500 
in  Chinnor  and  surrounding  villages.  The  Department  have  suggested  full- 
scale  trials  before  a  final  decision  is  made  on  the  type  of  sludge  pressing 
plants  that  should  be  installed  at  Benson  and  Chinnor,  and  also  suggested 
that  at  some  future  date  sludge  from  the  south-west  of  the  district  could 
be  dealt  with  by  plant  sited  at  Oxford  City  Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks  at 
Sandford  and  the  Benson  plant  moved  to  Chinnor,  and  they  urge  that  joint 
disposal  facilities  for  possible  future  needs  should  be  discussed  v/ith 
Oxford  Corporationo 
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continued 


Approval  has  been  given  by  the  Department  of  Environment  to  a  scheme 
of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of  Elsfield,  and  a  sewerage 
scheme  for  Marsh  Baldon  drained  to  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  at 
Nuneham  Courtenay. 

A  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  villages  of  Cuddesdon 
and  Denton  has  been  submitted  to  the  Department  for  approval. 

In  order  to  develop  a  proposed  council  housing  site  at  Cuxham,  a 
survey  is  being  made  of  the  sewerage  facilities  needed  in  the  village. 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  piping  in  of  a  surface  water 
ditch  opposite  the  Post  Office  at  Chalgrove. 

To  alleviate  flooding  at  Mars ton,  the  Thames  Conservancy  will  regrade 
the  brook  downstream  of  the  culvert  under  Oxford  Road  to  the  River  Cherwell. 

It  is  thought  that  the  lowering  of  the  water  levels  by  construction  of  a  new 
culvert  will  provide  sufficient  scope  for  improvement  without  undertaking  major 
works  to  the  existing  brook  or  culverts. 

The  Council  have  adopted  as  public  sewers  the  private  sewerage 
system  at  V/atlington  Road  Estate,  Benson,  of  N.Blake,  Ltd,  They  are  also 
considering  the  adoption  of  private  sewers  serving  properties  in  Cratlands 
Road  and  School  Lane,  Stadhampton,  and,  in  view  of  the  wider  implications  of 
connecting  private  sewers  to  new  public  sewerage  systems,  have  directed  that 
a  survey  of  the  whole  district  be  undertaken. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  providing  public  conveniences  at 
Shotover  Plain;  High  Street,  Vfheatley;  and  at  Benson  and  Chinnor,  The  Council 
consider  that  they  are  unable  to  proceed  with  a  site  at  Shotover  at  the  present 
time;  they  are  discussing  with  the  Parish  Council  the  suitability  of  alternative 
sites  at  Chinnor;  they  propose  acquiring  land  at  High  Street,  Benson,  for 
providing  old  People's  accommodation,  a  car  park  and  public  conveniences;  and 
work  on  the  construction  of  public  conveniences  is  proceeding  at  High  Street, 
Wheatley, 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

A  local  inquiry  was  held  in  October,  1970,  into  a  planning  application 
of  the  Council  to  use  land,  part  of  the  disused  railway  cutting  at  V/heatley,  as 
a  site  for  disposal  of  pulverised  refuse  from  their  Seerdrum  plant,  and  rubble 
and  soil,  owing  to  the  receipt  of  many  objections  from  local  residents  to  this 
project. 
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continued 


The  County  Planning  Committee  are  prepared  to  give  sympathetic 
consideration  to  an  application  for  tipping  pulverised  refuse  on  this  land, 
and  for  the  construction  of  an  access  and  access  road  in  an  approved  position, 
provided  that  it  includes  proposals  for  safeguarding  streams  and  rivers  from 
pollution;  a  satisfactory  access  is  provided  and  tipping  is  carried  out 
progressively  in  accordance  with  modern  practice;  and  that  the  land  is 
ultimately  restored  in  an  acceptable  manner. 

They  state  that  any  planning  permission  which  might  be  granted 
would  include,  inter  alia,  conditions  requiring  that  : 

(a)  the  access  road  leading  from  Horspath  road  be  constructed  in 
accordance  with  a  specification  approved  by  the  County  Council; 

i) 

(b)  a  fence  be  constructed  across  Littlev/orth  end  of  the  tip  in 
accordance  with  a  specification  approved  by  the  County  Council; 

(c)  satisfactory  coverings  of  impervious  clay  be  laid  over  the 
whole  surface  and  sides  of  tipped  refuse; 

(d)  an  adequate  drainage  system  be  provided  to  secure  that  no 
polluted  effluent  is  discharged  beyond  the  confines  of  the  tip; 

(e)  the  existing  fences  along  the  sides  and  tunnel  end  of  the 
tip  are  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair; 

(f)  notice  boards  be  erected  in  agreed  positions  indicating  that 
the  tip  is  privately  owned  by  Bullingdon  R,D.C.  and  no  una.uthorized  persons 
may  enter  the  tip« 

(g)  refuse  vehicles  shall  come  to  and  leave  the  tip  only  during 
stated  hours; 

(h)  not  more  than  500  tons  of  refuse  be  tipped  in  any  one  week;  and 

(i)  only  refuse  from  the  present  area  of  the  Bullingdon  R,D.C.  be 
tipped  on  the  land.

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Six  unauthorized  caravan  sites  were  dealt  with  during  the  year; 
two  at  Marston  and  one  each  at  Risinghurst,  Benson,  Horspath  and  V/heatley, 

One  site  at  Marston  was  licensed  after  planning  permission  was  given  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  appeal  against  the  Council* s 
decision  not  to  grant  permission;  and  the  other  site  at  Marston  was  refused 
permission  by  the  Ministry  on  appeal.  The  official  receiver  was  asked  to 
remove  the  caravan  stationed  at  Risinghurst ;  the  caravans  at  Benson  and 
Wheatley  are  not  used  for  human  habitation;  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
site  at  Horspath  v/ill  be  vacated  early  in  1971* 

The  owner  of  a  site  at  Chinnor  has  lodged  an  appeal  with  the  IVIinistry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  against  the  Council’s  refusal  to  grant  palming 
permission  to  use  land  as  a  site  for  14  caravans.  This  land  is  an  existing  site 
fo*  which  permission  was  given  reducing  the  number  of  caravans  from  1  2  to  5  and 
including  a  ’’run-dovm**  clause.  The  planning  permission  and  licence  have  since 
expired  but  no  action  is  possible  under  the  1960  Act  until  the  planning  appeal 
application  is  determinede 

Tena.ncy  of  The  Slade  Park  Gipsy  Caravan  Site  was  transferred  on  26th 
January,  1970,  from  Oxford  City  Council  to  the  Rural  District  Council  from  wHich 
time  they  become  responsible  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  management  costs  until 
the  Sandford  site  was  available  for  gipsy  families. 

At  this  time  the  number  of  vans  on  the  site  had  been  reduced  from  52  to 
36  but  the  land  was  in  a  deplorable  state,  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  clear 
drains,  check  the  v/ater  supply,  remove  all  unauthorized  electrical  connections, 
clear  rubbish  and  provide  bulk  refuse  containers,  and  trench  approaches  to  prevent 
further  unauthorized  entry.  It  was  also  deemxed  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of 
vans  to  20,  to  seek  financial  assistance  fromi  the  Oxfordshire  County  Council  in 
order  to  assist  in  running  the  site,  and  fix  a  rental  for  each  cara^van  pitch. 

In  May  there  were  18  caravans  stationed  on  the  site  accommodating  16 
families;  the  toilets  had  been  repaired;  the  site  scavenged  three  times  during 
the  preceding  month;  drains  cleared;  two  major  breaks  in  water  supply  repaired; 
and  arrangements  made  to  connect  electricity  to  all  caravans.  The  County 
Education  Officer  was  also  endeavouring  to  persuade  the  inliabitants  to  send  their 
school-aged  children  to  attend  special  classes  provided,  and  the  RSPCA  officer  was 
attemj.t  Ing  to  reduce  the  number  of  dogs  especially  those  suffering  from  mange. 

June  and  July  v/ere  relatively  troublefree  months.  The  entrance  gate 
was  smashed  and  then  repaired;  its  padlock  mdsplaced  within  a  fev/  hours;  sink 
wastes  cleared  several  times ;  a  toilet  block  damaged  but  repaired;  and  a  fence 
and  surrounds  near  to  dwellinghouses  became  a  cause  of  nuisance. 
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continued 

By  September,  22  vans  were  occupying  the  land  and  three  vans  were 
stationed  on  the  adjoining  parade  ground,  and  by  October,  26  fa^milies  were  in 
occupation.  Conditions  were  still  poor  owing  to  damage  to  amenities  and  the 
insanitary  practices  of  the  ii  .  ':ants.  Non  payment  of  rents  was  also 
occurring.  Repair  works  were  constantly  in  hand  and  spraying  v/ith  disinfectant 
often  needed. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  conditions  had  improved.  There  were  16  caravans 
accommodating  I3  families  on  the  site.  All  services  were  working  and  rent  was 
being  paid.  The  whole  area  was  however  covered  with  rubbish  and  filth  which 
again  had  to  be  cleared. 

A  scheme  for  providing  a  gipsy  caravan  site  at  Sandford  containing  14 
pitches  has  been  drawn  up  and  approved  by  the  County  Planning  Committee,  The 
formation  of  a  joint  site  management  committee  has  been  discussed,  the  committee 
to  contain  member  of  the  County,  District  and  Parish  Councils,  and  a  meeting  is 
being  arranged  to  consider  ways  of  financing  the  scheme.

DEL'lAND  FOR  HOUSING 


At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  950  applications  for  Council  Houses 
outstanding.  It  is  estimated  that  380  houses  are  required  to  replace  unfit 
dwellings  and  to  meet  the  demands  for  accommodation  in  modern  housing. 

The  Council  Housing  Programme  for  the  year  1971  recommends  the  erection

STAM)ARD  Al^IENITIES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  agreed  to  purchase  and  improve 

six,  out  of  seven,  houses  subject  to  preliminary  improvement  notices  served  under 
Part  II,  Housing  Act,  19^4  contained  in  the  Littlemore  No,  1  Improvement  Area. 
Negotiations  to  purchase  the  remaining  house  was  undertaken  in  1970. 

HOUSING  ACT  1 969  s  UENERAL  IMPROmiSNT  AREAS 

The  Act  of  1969  repealed  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  19^4,  relating 
to  the  making  of  compulsory  improvement  areas,  and  introduced  a  procedure  by 
which  improvement  areas  could  be  made  whereby  not  only  was  the  standard  of  housing 
improved  but  by  changing  the  environment  the  most  desirable  amenities  could  be 
established.  It  was  realised  that  such  schemes  could  not  be  undertaken  by  local 
authorities  imposing  their  ideas  on  persons  living  and  working  in  the  locality, 
but  by  discussing  and  working  out  a  project  acceptable  to  the  inhabitants,  the 
accomplishment  being  reached  by  techniques  provided  by  the  local  authorities. 

With  such  a  complex  undertaking  it  would  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  area 
chosen  was  of  a  size  and  character  which  would  make  the  project  a  viable  proposition. 
Since  experience,  at  least,  would  be  gained  by  a  pilot  scheme,  an  area  in  Littlemore 
was  proposed  -  practically  all  residential  -  containing  233  houses,  8  shops,  3  public 
houses,  2  small  businesses,  2  caravans,  a  church  and  an  office,  a  great  number  of 
the  premises  being  at  least  80  years  old  and  the  area  including  the  former 
compulsory  improvement  area. 

Copies  of  a  plan  of  the  area  were  sent  to  the  Parish  Council,  the  County 
Planning  Department,  and  Council  Officers,  asking  for  their  views  on  the  project, 
and  the  replies  received  indicated  great  enthusiasm  and  suggestions  which  could 
be  later  discussed  in  detail.  The  general  policy  of  the  Act  and  the  implications 
of  carrying  out  such  a  scheme  were  put  to  the  Parish  Council  at  one  of  their 
meetings. 

A  detailed  plan  is  being  prepared  by  the  Council* s  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
showing  data  on  roads  and  traffic  functions,  and  repairs  of  road  surfaces; 
existing  and  future  parking  facilities;  and  possible  environmental  improvements 
such  as  tree  planting,  provision  of  play  areas,  grass  or  paved  areas,  and  removal 
or  replacing  of  street  lighting;  etc. 

It  is  also  suggested  a  preliminary  meeting  be  arranged  by  the  Parish  Council 
of  all  residents  and  persons  interested  to  ascertain  their  attitude  and  wishes’. 

In  the  meantime  a  survey  is  being  carried  out  of  every  property  in  the  area. 
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HOUSING  ACT  1 969  :  QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 


The  provisions  of  Part  III  of  this  Act  deal  with  the  conversion  from 
rent  control  to  rent  regulation  of  dv/ellings  v/hich  satisfy  the  qualifying 
conditions,  i»e,  that  a  house  is  provided  with  all  the  standard  amenities 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  its  occupants;  that  it  is  in  good  repair  having 
regard  to  its  age,  character  and  locality  and  disregarding  internal 
decorative  repair;  and  that  it  is  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation. 

The  purpose  of  the  provisions  is  to  persuade  owners  to  repair  and 
improve  their  dv/ellings  by  removing  the  restriction  of  a  controlled  tenancy 
and  converting  it  to  a  regulated  tenancy  whereby  a  fair  rent  can  be  assessed 
by  the  rent  officer  or  rent  assessment  committee.  The  rent  officer  or  rent 
assessment  committee  will  not  consider  any  application  for  rent  assessment 
in  respect  of  a  controlled  tenancy  house  unless  accompanied  by  a  qualification 
certificate  given  by  the  local  authority  that  the  premises  satisfy  the 
qualifying  conditions. 

Since  a  dwelling  has  to  satisfy  two  tests:  (a)  that  it  possesses  all 
the  standard  amenities,  i,e,  a  bath,  wash-hand  basin,  sink,  hot  water 
supply  to  these,  and  a  water  closet;  and  (b)  that  it  is  in  good  repair 
and  fit  in  all  respects  for  human  hab'^tation;  this  results  in  the  submission 
of  separate  applications  for  qualification  certificates,  either  : 

(a)  accompanied  by  an  application  for  improvement  grant, 
which  means  that  a  provisional  certificate  will  be 
issued  if  the  local  authority  are  confident  that  the 
qualifying  conditions  will  be  satisfied  when  the 
works  are  completed,  or  a  final  certificate  on 
completion  of  the  works;  or 

(b)  that  the  dwelling  already  posseses  the  standard 
amenities  and  is  in  good  repair  and  fit  in  all 
respects  for  human  habitation,  and  that  subject 
to  confirmation  of  these  qualifying  conditions  a 
final  qualification  certificate  can  be  granted. 

During  the  year  1970,  applications  for  certificates  in  the  first 
category  were  submitted  in  respect  of  28  dw'ellings.  Provisional  certificates 
have  been  issued  for  16  dwellings,  and  issue  of  final  certificates  for  the 
remainder  deferred  until  the  works  are  completed. 

Applications  in  the  second  category  were  received  in  respect  of  eleven 
houses.  Certificates  have  been  granted  for  3  houses;  issue  of  a  certificate 
for  one  house  deferred  until  severe  dampness  in  the  dwelling  remedied;  and 
the  remainder  are  still  under  consideration.

Notices  have  been  served  on  householders  to  provide  regulation  dustbins 
where  their  old  containers  were  defective  or  unsuitable,

PUBLIC  HMLTH  ACTS*  1936  AND  I96I  -  NUISANCFS 

Four  nuisances  were  investigated  arising  from  the  discharge  of 
drainage  effluent  into  streams  or  watercourses: 

One  concerned  the  pollution  of  Bayswater  Brook  by  a  discharge  within 
Oxford  City  area*  Further  inspections  indicated  that  this  was  an  isolated 
case  since  no  further  contamination  was  observed. 

Effluent  from  pigsties  at  Horspath  was  found  to  be  discharging  into 
Wheatley  Brook.  The  owner  of  these  sties  was  persuaded  to  provide  means  of 
mechanical  treatment  which  would  render  the  effluent  innocuous, 

A  nuisance  was  caused  by  the  discharge  of  drainage  effluent  into 
the  River  Cherwell  from  pigsties  and  plant  at  a  nearby  public  house  at 
Marston,  The  owners  of  these  premises  have  taken  measures  to  abate  the 
nuisances. 


A  formal  notice  has  been  served  on  the  owner  of  property  at 
Tiddington  requiring  the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  caused  by  his  overflowing 
cesspool. 


The  Oxford  University  Chest  have  agreed  to  replace  old  unsatisfactory 
pail  closets  serving  twelve  cottages  at  Nuneham  Courtenay  by  water  closets  and 
to  connect  all  these  houses  to  the  public  sewer.  The  Council  are  prepared  to 
make  a  grant  in  accordance  with  Section  47?  ftiblic  Health  193b,  towards

Poultry  Processing  Premises

Slaughterhouses  and  Knackers^  Yards 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District.  The  knackers' 
yard  at  Stadhampton  ceased  business  during  the  year.  The  remaining  licenced 
knacker's  yard  is  at  Brook  Street^  Benson. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1938 

Nine  persons  are  licensed  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  a  slaughter¬ 
house  or  knacker's  yard.  Eight  of  these  are  employed  at  the  knacker's  yard  at 
Benson  and  the  other  carries  out>  part-time  slaughtering. 

Food  Inspection 

Sixteen  complaints  were  received  mainly  about  foreign  matter  in  articles 

of  food: 

(1)  Mould  in  steak  and  kidney  pie  purchased  from  a  mobile  van  by  a 
resident  of  Berinsfield,  This  was  another  case  of  food  being 
sold  beyond  its  consumable  life.  The  proprietor  of  the  van  and 
the  producer  were  warned  that  another  similar  occurrence  of 
this  nature  mdght  result  in  legal  proceedings  being  taken. 

(2)  Sour  taste  to  tin  of  processed  peas  bought  from  Marston  store. 

No  action  was  taken  since  this  was  obviously  caused  by  a  pin¬ 
hole  leak,  i.e.  blown  tin. 

(3)  Particles  of  sediment  in  bottles  of  milk  delivered  at  Chinnor. 

These  particles  were  identified  as  dead  leucocytes  caused  by 
prevalence  of  mastitis  in  herds  and  normally  removed  by 
filtration.  A  satisfactory  report  on  the  dairy  was  submitted 
by  the  County  Health  Department. 
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(4)  Dirty  hot  cross  bun  delivered  at  Chinn  or.  This  v/as  a 
belated  complaint  by  the  purchaser  and  no  action  could  be 
taken  since  the  bun  had  been  disposed  of* 

(5)  Piece  of  broken  glass  in  bottle  of  milk  delivered  at 
Littlemcre*  It  was  possible  that  this  piece  of  glass 

had  been  broken  off  the  rim  of  the  bottle  during  delivery^ 
but  a  warm,ng  letter  was  sent  to  the  dairy  concerned. 

(6)  Potatoes  with  taste  of  paraffin  bought  at  Benson  shop. 

This  was  caused  by  an  accident  in  the  shop  and  the 
proprietor  was  warned  to  take  more  care  in  the  storage 
and  handling  of  stock  likely  to  be  contaminated  by  a 
similar  occurrence, 

(7)  Dirt  in  bottle  of  pasteurised  no-lk  delivered  to  purchaser 
at  Crcwmarsh  G-ifford  (Henley  Rural  District)  from  dairyman 
in  Rural  District,  The  dirt  was  found  to  be  a  dis  col  our  ac¬ 
tion  in  the  glass  of  the  bottle, 

(8)  Maggot  in  bag  of  flour  obtained  from  Benson  shop.  This 
was  identified  as  the  mediterranean  flour  moth  which  prob=” 
ably  gained  entry  during  storage  but  it  is  unlikely^  owing  . 
to  methods  of  packing  and  treatment ^  to  occur  very 
frequently. 

(9)  A  complaint  was  made  that  the  consumption  of  a  choc-stick 
ice  cream  bought  at  Littlemore  from  a  mobile  van  caused 
sickness,  A.nalysis  of  samples  of  the  ice  cream  proveda 
negative  and  product’ on  of  this  brand  was  under  ideal 
condi.tions®  The  retailer*  s  method  of  storage  was  not 
completely  satisfactoiy  and  it  is  suggested  t.ha.t  the  la?/ 
relating  to  the  use  of  mobile  vans  should  be  strengthened, 

(1,0)  Mould  in  carton  of  yoghourt  delivered  at  Horspath  by  dairy 
roundsman.  Since  the  complaint  was  made  belatedly  it 
would  have  been  difficult  to  prove  the  allegation. 

(11)  Particle  in  fish  cake  purchased  at  Berinsfield  shop. 
Unfortunately/,  the  fish  cak;e  had  been  consLuned  and  no 
action  could  be  taken, 

(12)  Mould  in  wrapped  sliced  loaf  of  bread  bought  at  Cuddesdon 
store.  Colonies  of  green  mould  were  identified  as  a 
species  predominantly  of  penicillium.  It  ?7as  stated  that 
the  bread  was  produced  about  a  week  before  sale  and 
retailer  was  mainly  to  blame.  Warning  letters  were  sent 
to  the  bakery  and  retailer  and  it  was  pointed  out  that  a 
strict  rotation  of  stock  would  obviate  such  errors. 
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(13)  Dirt  in  tin  of  pork  luncheon  meat  obtained  at  Chinnor  shopo 
This  was  found  to  be  apparently  airborne  dust  containing 
carbonaceous  particlesj  mineral  dust^  etc®,  from  a  factory 
or  similar  location*  The  suppliers  were  warned  that  legal 
proceedings  would  be  taken  in  the  event  of  a  similar  occurrence* 

(14)  ’^Jorm”  in  steak  and  kidney  pie  obtained  from  Chalgrove  shop* 

The  *’worm*‘  was  identified  as  a  branched  tubular  vessel  probably 
a  vein  or  artery*  Warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  retailer 
and  producer. 

(15)  ’’Cun  metal  or  pebble’*  alleged  to  be  in  a  packet  of  currants 
obtained  from  Berinsfield  shop*  The  ’’pebble”  was  actually 
found  in  a  rock  cake  made  by  the  consumer  and  it  was  assumed 
that  the  article  came  from  the  packet  of  currants*  The 
suppliers  say  that  stones  are  occasionally  found  in  imported 
dried  fruits^  presumably  having  entered  the  bulk  fruit  during 
harvest^  but  they  are  normally  removed  by  the  washing  process. 

No  action  was  taken* 

(16)  Metallic  taste  to  cheese  spread  purchased  from  G-arsington  store. 

This  taste  appears  to  be  due  to  the  presence  of  zinc  but  of  a 
quantity  less  than  the  maximum  permissible  amount.  The  producers 
have  been  asked  whether  they  can  trace  this  contamination* 

In  a  great  many  complaints  it  would  seem  that  it  is  the  foreign  matter  in 
the  food  rather  than  a  change  in  the  quality  of  the  food  itself  which  is  the  issue. 

The  meaning  of  ’’quality”  appears  to  have  been  extended^  but  in  criminal  proceedings 
it  would  have  to  be  proved  that  the  presence  of  foreign  matter  in  an  article  of  food 
ha.d  a  depreciative  effect  on  its  quality*  In  many  cases  a  foreign  body  which  is 
sterile  and  harmless  may  not  change  the  nature^  sustance  or  quality  of  food  sufficient 
to  consitute  an  offence  under  Section  2^  Rood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  it  should 
therefore  be  borne  in  mind  that  foreign  matter  by  itself  does  not  constitute  an 
offence;  only  its  effect  on  the  food. 

Food  Hygiene  ( General)  Regulations,  19 60 

The  condition  of  premises  at  V/heatley  anc^  the  manner  in  which  the  business 
was  being  carried  out  caused  such  concern  that  the  Council  warned  the  proprietor 
they  would  take  legal  proceedings  to  effect  the  closure  of  the  establishment  unless 
a  drastic  overhaul  of  the  structure  was  carried  out  and  the  standard  of  hygiene 
greatly  improved*  It  was  understood  that  the  establishment  would  be  closed  by 
the  owners  since  they  were  moving  to  nev/  premises  in  another  area* 
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Rood  Inspected  and  condemned

Ih^ECT  PESTS 

During  September  and  October  22  householders  telephoned  the  public  health 
office  for  advice  about  fleas.  These  complaints  v/ere  from  v/ell-kept  houses. 
Usually  flea  complaints  can  be  traced  to  cats  or  dogs  but  in  these  cases  there 
was  no  common  factor  that  could  be  discovered.  They  were  not  even  neighbours. 
Of  four  who  telephoned  on  the  same  morning  one  was  in  Crovmiarsh,  one  in 
Nuffield  and  tvfo  in  Dunsden.  V^/hy  Y/ere  fleas  suddenly  a  nuisance  in  several 
vddely  separated  homes? 

Several  of  the  people  vho  telephoned  felt  embarrassed  to  admit  they  had 
fleas  aind  v/ere  relieved  to  know  that  there  seemed  to  be  an  *  epidemic’  in  the 
district.  It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  not  be  diffident  in  coming  to  the 
public  health  inspector  when  they  have  problems  of  this  kind. 

Another  relatively  common  pest  during  the  year  were  the  autumn  fly  and 
the  green  cluster  fly^  Advice  v/as  given  to  1  7  householders  about  these, 
although  perhaps  re- assurance  would  be  a  better  v/ord,  for  nobody  has  yet

discovered  how  one  can  prevent  these  flies  coming  into  the  house  to  hibernate 
and  the  householder  is  simply  assured  that  the  flies  are  not  harmful  and  not  an

145  people  asked  the  council  to  destroy  v/asp  nests*  Many  people  are 
inordinately  fearful  of  wasps  yet  these  are  not  entirely  harmful  insects  ^  for 
in  spring  anf  early  summer  they  feed  on  other  insects  ^  including  many  that  are 
harmful  such  as  houseflies c  The  destruction  of  some  wasps®  nests  is  justified 
because  they  develop  inside  dwellings  in  very  inconvenient  situations^  but  the 
council  also  receives  requests  to  kill  nests  in  hedgerov/s  and  other  situations 
somie  distance  from  human  dv\rellirgs«

A  statutory  notice  was  served  on  the  ovmer  of  a  derelict  house  boat  which ^ 
apart  from  being  in  a  dangerous  position,  was  considered  unfit  to  be  occupied 
as  a  dwelling o  The  family  occupying  it  subsequently  obtained  accommodation 
in  aoiother  district  and  the  boat  was  removed.. 

Pour  statutory  notices  under  SeCo  1  7  of  the  Public  Health  Act  ^^6'i  were 
served  requiring  attention  to  stopped~up  drainage e 

LPCTER  AND  CLEib^l.IHESS  OP  THE  CQURTRYSIDE 

The  dumping  of  litter  and  bulicy  items  of  rubbish  in  roadside  verges  and 
hedgerows  continues  to  be  a  problexm  in  spite  of  several  successful  prosecutions 
against  offenders. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  for  the  removal  of  bulky  items  of 
mibbish  employin-g  a  vehicle  to  visit  houses  and  collect  on  request. 

The  demand  for  this  ser^/ice  rose  from  501  calls  in  1  969  to  6-44  in  the 
year  under  reviev/.

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  district  used  by  the  public;  one 
in  the  grounds  of  an  hotel  and  one  at  a  motel.  Both  baths  have  continuous 
circulation  chlorination  plants  for  the  purification  of  the  water. 

9  samples  v/ere  taken  from  the  baths  during  the  year,  and  of  these,  3 
were  reported  as  being  unsatisfactory.  The  owners  were  informed  each  time' 
an  adverse  result  was  reported  by  the  Analyst,  and  took  the  necessary  action 
to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  water.

All  food  premises,  including  shops  and  travelling  shops,  are 
regularly  inspected. 
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Following  repeated  attempts  to  induce  the  proprietors  of  a  cafe  to  remedy 
the  truly  filthy  conditions  in  their  kitchen,  proceedings  for  contravention  of 
The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I96O,  resulted  in  fines  of  £200  plus 
£50  costs. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a  reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  has  since 
been  achieved  and  maintained. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  purchasers  of  mouldy  pies  and  one 
carton  of  cream  dessert. 

In  four  cases  the  retailers  were  found  to  have  totally  ignored  the 
manufacturers’  recommendations  for  the  conditions  and  length  of  time  of  storage 
prior  to  sale. 

Prosecution  of  the  retailers  produced  fines  of  £70.  plus  £38. 5s.  costs. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  resultant  press  publicity  will  have  awakened 
many  shopkeepers  to  the  need  for  greater  care  in  storage  and  stock  rotation  of 
perishable  foodstuffs.

The  Oxfordshire  Show: 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  of  former  years,  the  catering  and  licensed 
bar  establishments  open  to  the  public  were  inspected  prior  to  and  throughout 
both  days  of  the  show. 

In  many  cases  the  facilities  for  washing-up,  hand  washing  and  the 
preparation  and  storage  of  food  were  found  to  be  somewhat  primitive.  In  the 
rare  case  where  hot  v/ater  on  tap  was  available  it  was  not  always  used. 

The  Agricultural  Society  has  promised  to  improve  the  facilities,  which 
it  provides,  for  future  shows. 
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However,  unless  individual  traders  are  prepared  to  make  more  effort, 
prosecution  for  failure  to  provide  what  are  essentially  very  basic  amenities 
would  appear  to  be  the  only  solution** 

In  contrast,  hot-dog  and  candy  floss  stalls  associated  with  a  fun  fair 
at  a  two  day  village  Feast  were  equipped  with  hot  water  over  both  sinks  and 
wash-hand  basins. 


The  Department  is'  also  responsible  for  refuse  collection  from  the  Show 
ground  during  the  period.

OTHER  DUTIES 

The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Council 
house  application  list,  which  entails  interviewing  applicants  for  such 
accommodation  and  the  keeping  of  all  records  of  the  circumstances  of  each 
case,  for  submission  to  the  Council® 

Under  the  Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts,  the  Department  is  concerned 
with  the  inspection,  testing  of  tanks  and  licensing  of  petroleum  storage 
installations.  There  are,  at  present  92  petroleum  storage  licences  in 
force  throughout  the  district;  the  total  storage  capacity  licensed  is 
just  under  a  quarter  million  gallons. 

Proceedings  under  the  Petroleum  Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Road) 
Regulations,  1957^  were  taken  against  the  driver  of  a  petroleum  spirit 
tanker,  who  in  moving  his  vehicle  whilst  discharging  spirit  to  a  garage 
storage  tank,  ran  over  the  delivery  hose,  v/hich  fractured  causing 
considerable  spillage. 

There  v/as  no  explosion  or  fire  but  it  was  fortunate  that  the  County 
Fire  Service  Headquarters  was  close  at  hand. 

The  driver  was  fined  a  total  of  £30. 

The  Department  keeps  the  register  of  scrap  metal  dealers  under  the 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  19^4;  there  are  eight  such  dealers  registered 
in  the  area. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  also  carry  out  inspections  under  the 
Betting,  Gam.ing  and  Lotteries  Act  and  The  Licensing  Act. 

Public  Cleansing  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the  Department,  a 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  controlled  tipping  on  tv/o  Council  owned 
tips  being  operated. 

The  &;.i.eme  "or  street  cleansing  on  the  main  shopping  areas  of 
Kidlington  has  proved  very  satisfactory.
